4(AP)—A general military court to- 
day sentenced 58 operators of the 
notorious Mauthausen extermina- 


tion camp to be hanged. Three 
others were given life terms in 
rison.

The 61 defendants were found 
guilty by the American court Sat- 
urday of murdering thousands of 
victims imprisoned by the Nazis in 

tion campaigns. 

The court called the defendgnts 
one by one to hear their sefiten- 
ces. This parade lasted 45 min- 
utes. Each r took 38 sec- 
onds and then the defendants were 
led away by white helmeted guards 
of the Ninth Division. 

Fifty-eight times, the court 
president read, first in English, 
then in German: 

“The court in closed session, 
two-thirds of the members be- 
ing present and concurring, sen- 
tence you to death by hanging at 
such time and place as a higher 
authority may direct.” 

August Eigruber, uleiter of 
the upper Danube region and dic- 
tator of much of upper Austria 
during the Nazi rule, took his sen- 
tence without emotion. He wore 
a gay Bavarian costume.

Some had to be helped from the 
eourtroom by guards. 

The court said it had found an 
“irrefutable record of death by 
shootings, gassings, hangings and 
regulated starvation” which made 
every official “culpably and crim- 
inally responsible.” 

This largest of all mass war 
crimes trials lasted six weeks. It 
will be followed, beginning Thurs- 
day, by the trial of 75 SS. men 
for the massacre of American sol- 
diers at Malmedy, Belgium, dur- 
ing the Battle of the Bulge in the 
winter of 1944-45.

INDIA TALKS FAIL 
BUT BRITISH PLAN 
INTERIM CABINET 


Parley on Self - Rule 
Breaks Down Over In- 
ability of Two Parties 
to Reach Agreement.

SIMLA, May 13—The British 


Cabinet delegation and leaders of 


India’s two major parties admitted 
failure last night in their eight- 
day effort to reach agreement on 
the pattern of self-rule for India. 

With the breakdown of talks 
over India’s complex constitution- 
al problems, the British mission 
is preparing to leave Simla to- 
morrow for Delhi, where it is ex- 
pected positive steps will be taken 
to set up an interim government 
for India, with or without inter- 
party agreement. 

Yesterday’s announcement which 
came in the form of two com- 
muniques—one from the whole 
conference and one from the Brit- 
ish delegation—was no surprise in 
view of the consistently uncom- 
promising attitudes of the Mos- 
lem gue and the Congress 
party. et the blow will never- 
theless be a severe one to the 
Indian public, which had hoped 
against hope that with the prom- 
ise of freedom laid at their door- 
step, India’s parties would some- 
how be able to resolve their dif- 
ferences. 

The communique issued by Lord 
Pethwick-Lawrence, head of the 
British delegation, emphasized 
that collapse of local talks “does 
not, in any way, bring to an end 
the mission with which they were 
charged by His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment and the British people.” 
This is taken to mean that the 
mission does not intend to return 
to England empty-handed.

Court Rules Boy Born 355 Days 
After Man Left Home Is His Son 


NEW YORK, May 13 (AP)—A 
24-year-old Navy lieutenant says 
he will appeal the ruling of the 
New York supreme court that he 
is the father of a boy born to his 
wife 355 days after he left for the 
Pacific. 

Lt. (jg) Robert A. Lockwood 
sailed for a 20-month tour of duty 
on April 24, 1944—and a son was 
born to his wife April 14, 1945. The 
pair was married in March, 1944. 

The court ruling was made by 
Supreme Court Justice Peter M. 
Daly in denying a plea for divorce 
by the naval officer, who contend- 
ed that a 355-day pregnancy was 
impossible and therefore proof of 
adultery. 

Justice Daly ruled, however, 
that in “the present state of med- 
ical knowledge and belief, it can 
not be said that it is impossible 
that the plaintiff is the father of 
this child.” 

Justice Daly also said evidence 
by a Jamaica (N. Y.) hospital doc- 
tor showed that the delivery was 
abnormally delayed, and added 


that the presumption of legiti- 
macy is one of the s and

As precedent he cited a British 
probate court decision of 1921 up- 
holding legitimacy of a baby born 
after a 33l-day pregnancy. 

Commenting on the ruling, 
Lockwood said: “I wish some one 
could convince me that he’s right.” 
Mrs. Lockwood said only “the de- 
cision tells the story.” 

(A United Press story from 
Chicago said the American Med- 
ical Association reported that it 
had no record of a child being 
born after 355 days in gestation. 
The association’s records showed 
that a normal pregnancy lasts 
280 days, but that pregnancies 
have ranged from 240 to 336 days.) 

In a recent Chicago case, a jury 
decided that former Chief Petty 
Officer Joseph Sowa could not 
have been the father of a baby 
born to his wife 349 days after his 
departure. He was granted a di- 
vorce.

As Hoover was reviewing his re- 
port at a crowded press confer- 
ence in the White House just aft- 
er he had seen the President, Tru- 
man’s press secretary, Charles G. 
Ross, announced that Hoover had 
accepted an assignment to go to 
Latin America to enlist support of 
countries there in dealing with the 
food crisis. 

The former President seemed 
confident that voluntary efforts 
would enable the United States to 
meet its obligations to peoples 
who depend on it for food exports, 
but ducked the explicit question as 
to whether he would favor a re- 
turn to food rationing. 

“You'll get more food by a vol- 
untary program than you will ever 
get by any other program,” he 
told the reporters, Operating as 
we have been, he said, we will 
have exported by the end of this 
crop year 450,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, the largest export figure 
we have ever reached. 

Asked to go one step further 
and give his views on rationing, 
Hoover pleaded to be excused. 

“I've seen a lot of things in the 
countries I visited that I didn’t 
particularly like,” he said, “but I 
haven't uttered a word of criti- 
cism, or an atom of controversy 
since I took the job. I'd like to 
keep out of any domestic con- 
troversy.” 

To Speak Friday Night. 

For the time being he preferred 
not to enlarge on his views of 
what further conservation meas- 
ures may be required in this coun- 
try, but said he would have some- 
thing to say about that in a radio 
report to the people he is to make 
Friday night from Chicago over 
a nation-wide network of stations. 

He did say that the food con- 
servation measures proposed by 
the Department of Agriculture 
seemed to have been accepted 
generally by householders, and “in 
some cities by public eating 
places.” In other cities, he said, 
restaurants had not co-operated 
fully, and it was time for some- 
one to show some _ indignation 
about this, 

In his report Hoover trimmed 
Somewhat previous estimates of 
food requirements for meeting the 
immediate need and by a small 
margin increased estimates of 
what may be available. This may 
be accounted for partly by the. 
circumstance that he extended his 
estimates through September, 
while others had stopped at June 
or July. Carrying the figures 
through the summer season en- 
ables an allowance for greater use 
of home grown crops in food 
deficit areas. 

The revised figures, covering 
the five months from May to 
September, inclusive, indicate a

PRICE CEILINGS UP

WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
The Officegof Price Administra- 
tion today increased retail ceiling 
prices for clocks and inexpensive 
watches an average of 6 per cent 
to offset higher wage and material 
costs. The increase, effective im- 
mediately, applies to spring-wound 
and electric clocks and to watches 
with seven or fewer jewels. 

The OPA last night lifted price 
controls on a variety of goods 
and services, including custom 
fabricating of certain types of 
whisky barrels, crinoline cheese 
cloths and some photography serv- 
ices.

FLOUR SHORTAGE 
FACING BAKERS 
HERE IN 2 WEEKS 


Mills in Area Have Grain 
for Only 8 Days and 
Can’t Get More Until 


Late in J une, 


Wholesale bakers in St. Louis, 
forced to cut production of bread 
by 25 per cent because of Govern- 
“ment restrictions on flour mills, 
may be without flour in two weeks 
because mills are unable to get 
wheat, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

A survey of mills and sales out- 
lets in the St. Louis area revealed 
that flour mills have stocks for 
only eight days and do not expect 
new supplies of grain until late in 
June or early in July. 

“For the last few weeks we have 
not been able to buy any wheat,” 
A. L. Christman, production man- 
ager of Valier & Spies Milling Co., 
told a reporter. “Unless we get 
more wheat this month, we will 
have to close down until the new 
wheat crop comes in late in June. 
Fortunately, the new crop is about 
two weeks ahead of schedule this 
year.” 

Millers reported they were una- 
ble to buy wheat in elevators or 
from farmers, because the farm- 
ers are selling their grain to the 
government for foreign relief 
shipments at a bonus of 30 cents 
a bushel from the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, 

John B. Ferguson, district man- 
ager for Standard Milling Co., 
said: “We aren’t even able to keep 
our mills running by milling the 
wheat for foreign shipment—the 
grain is being rushed to ports 
while the mills stand idle.” 

Millers reported that on May 1 
they were allotted 21 days’ sup- 
ply of wheat by government or- 
der, which was expected to last 
them for 60 days. “The govern- 
ment has ordered us to cut mill- 
ing for domestic consumption to

$500,000,000 MEASURE 
FOR 3000 NEW AIRPORTS 
IS SIGNED BY TRUMAN 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (UP) 


RESIDENT TRUMAN to- 
P day signed into law a bill 
designed to provide the 
country with 3000 new airports 
during the next six years. 

The measure authorizes the 
Federal Government to spend 
$500,000,000 between next July 
1 and July 1, 1952, to help any 
state, municipality or other lo- 
cal: government agency that 
wants to build an airport and 
can provide a share of the 
necessary money. 

Federal funds will be han- 
dled by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. They will be 
allocated among states under a 
formula based on both popula- 
tion and area. Preliminary es- 
timates show that Texas, New 
York, California, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois will receive the 
largest allocations in that or- 
der. 

All except 100 of the project- 
ed new airports will be of the 
smaller type suitable for pri- 
vate flyers and feeder airlines, 
according to CAA estimates. 


STRIKE OVER, WESTINGHOUSE 
PLANTS RESUME OPERATIONS 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 13 
(AP)—A gradual resumption of 
operations was under way today 
at Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
plants in 12 states, ending the 
long strike of 75,000 CIO produc- 
tion workers. A company spokes- 
man said it would be two and a 
half weeks before all employes 
would be back at work. 

Official ratification of an agree- 
ment calling for a wage increase 
of 18 cents an hour was announced 
in New York last night by Ed- 
ward Matthews, international rep- 
resentative of the CIO United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers. 


RAILWAY FREIGHT 
MOVEMENTS HERE 
BACK TO NORMAL 


Return of 23,000 Miners 
in Illinois Brings Hope 
That Area Coal Short- 
age Will Be Eased. 


Movement of railway freight in 
St. Louis was back to normal to- 
day following lifting of the Gov- 
ernment embargo on non-essen- 
tial shipments, and a back-to- 
work movement among 23,000 II- 
linois members of the AFL Unit- 
ed Mine Workers encouraged the 


hope that the local coal shortage 
might soon be eased. 

The two UMW mines in St. 
Clair county, the Okay Mine at 
Marissa and the United Electric 
Coal Co.’s mine at Freeburg, re- 
opened today. But the 25 other 
mines in the St. Clair field, op- 
erated by members of the Pro- 
gressive Mine Workers, remained 
closed while leaders of the 18,000 
PMW strikers in Illinois were 
resuming wage negotiations at a 
conference in Springfield. 

Large-scale layoffs planned by 
St. Louis industries unable to ob- 
tain raw materials will be fore- 
stalled by lifting of the freight 
embargo, the Chamber of Com- 
merce reported, but the coal sit- 
uation here remained tight, and 
voluntary dimout measures con- 
tinued in effect. 

The Fulton Iron Works, con- 
fronted with a serious coal short- 
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“The sole purpose is to open the 


way for real negotiations,” the 
said, “The operators now pee 
upon the union to proceed imme 
diately to negotiate a contract.”

Regular Auto Radio-Telephone 
Service Expected Here This Month 


As soon as the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. gets its 41 
radio-telephone sets this month, 
St. Louisans will have the first 
opportunity in the country of us- 
ing a regular service for making 
calls from their homes or offices 
to automobiles on the street. 

Company spokesmen said they 
expected to have a total of 138 
sets on hand by Sept. 1, after it 
was announced yesterday in New 
York that the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission had granted 
the first license for commercial 
radio-telephone service to the St. 
Louis company. 

As soon as the ‘system is per- 
fected here, it was said, a man 
living in Alton would be able to 
talk to the driver of a truck going 
south down the highway toward 
Fenton, Mo. Or a St. Louis busi- 
ness man could pick up his tele- 
phone and speak directly to one 
of his salesmen as he is driving 
through St. Charles, 

The new service will extend 
throughout the St. Louis metro- 
politan area and take in places 
as far away as High Ridge, Ches- 
terfield and Edwardsville. It will 
cover an area about 75 miles in 
diameter. 

Anyone can buy the service, but 
the telephone company expects 
the most practical use will be ob- 
tained by such business firms as 
express companies, public utilities, 
newspapers and ambulance ser- 
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The anticipated cost to the con- 
sumer, pending approval by the 
Missouri Public Service Co., is $15 
a month, plus a $25 installation 
fee, with a separate charge made 
for each call depending upon the 
distance and time involved.

The operator connects with the 
telephone company at 1010 Pine 
street through telephone lines and 
a call is sent out over the com- 
pany’s 250-watt transmitter atop 
the building to the truck driver. 
He is notified by an amber light 
and a bell which rings on his re- 
ceiver. To reply, he pushes a 
“talk” button on his set and the 
signal is picked up for transmis- 
sion by one of the five receiving 
stations being established in this 
area.

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SPANISH. EXILES 
CHARGE GERMANS 
IN SPAIN. CARRY 
ON ATOMIC WORK 


Giral Has Long Report to. 
Submit to U.N, Com- 
mittee — Franco Ac- 
cused of Hiring Former 
Gestapo Men.

NEW YORK, May 13 (AP)— 
The Spanish Government-in-exile 
said flatly today that the Govern- 
ment of Francisco Franco is 
threatening world peace by work- 
ing on atomic energy with the aid 
of German scientists. 

This statement is contained in 
one of the documents which Dr. 
Jose Giral, premier of the Govern- 
ment-in-exile, brought from Paris 
yesterday for presentation to the 
United Nations subcommittee in- 
vestigating the Spanish question. 

Although the 350-page report 
still had not been presented to 
the United Nations this afternoon, 
it was learned from a reliable 
source that it contained a state- 
ment that atamic research was 
being carried out in two Spanish 
cities—Granada and Murcia. 

Other Charges. 

The report, which Giral said 
would be submitted “within the 
next 24 hours,” also said that: 

1. Franco is maintaining a huge 
military force, a large part of 
which was massed on the French 
frontier. 

2. The Franco Government is 
not only sheltering many notori- 
ous Nazis, but actually is employ- 
ing many former Gestapo agents 
in its secret police. The report 
listed the names of some of these. 

3. Franco is violating human 
rights by “tortures, terrorism and 
cruelties” in Spanish jails and 
concentration camps. 

Giral said he would present the 
report directly to Trygve Lie, sec- 
retary general of the United Na- 
tions, which meant that it prob- 
ably would not be in the hands of 
the five-man subcommittee when 
it meets this afternoon. 

Giral indicated he would not ap- 
pear before the committee person- 
ally before he leaves Wednesday 
for Mexico, but that he might ap- 
pear when he returns to New 
York in about 10 days. 

„J will present a very extensive 
re to the United Nations,” 
Giral said. “This report was pre- 
pared by the Spanish government- 
in-exile and consists of one main 
document and 20 other docu- 
ments.” 

The subcommittee, which is ex- 
pected to meet almost daily from 
now until May 31, when it must 
submit its report to the Security 
Council, also will get reports this 
week from the United States and 
Mexico on the Spanish situation. 

Next Council Meeting. 

Meanwhile, a U.N. spokesman 
said the council probably would 
be called into session Thursday 
to take up two other matters. 

One of these is a resolution cir- 
culated Friday night by United 
States Delegate Edward R. Stet- 
tinijus Jr., proposing that the 
council hold up action on re- 
quests for U.N. membership pend- 
ing study of qualifications and 
procedure by a subcommittee. 

This may produce a clash be- 
tween Russia ana the western 
powers, since approval of the res- 
olution would have the effect of 
delaying admission of Albania, 
whose membership is sponsored 
by Yugoslavia and favored by 
Russia. 

The other matter would be a re- 
port of the qouncil’s committee 
of experts on rules and procedure, 
which is ready to submit another 
group of rules for approval. 

Members of the council contin- 
ued to watch closely the situation 
in Iran, where press dispatches 
indicated a civil war was threat- 
ened. Any disturbance’ there 
might have an important effect 
on the Iranian case, which is 
scheduled to come up again 
May 20.

IN 1939, ADMIRAL TESTIFIES 


German Says Navy Conceded Sea Rule to 
Britain—Asserts Old Rules of War 


Became Outmoded.

NUERNBERG, ‘May 13 (AP)— 
Adm, Gerhard Wagner, former 
chief of the Nazi naval command 
staff, testified before the inter- 
national tribunal today that the 
German Navy drafted no prewar 
plan of operations against Britain 
“because such a war appeared ab- 
solutely hopeless.” 

The witness, who appeared in 
behalf of Grand Adm. Karl Doe- 
nitz, former naval commander in 
chief, said Britain’s sea might was 
so overwhelming that submarine 
warfare “was the only means we 
had to damage England, and it 
was not given preferential treat- 
ment” in prewar planning. 

As a result, he continued, Ger- 
many entered the war with only 
about 20 submarines fit for Atlan- 
tic service, “whereas Britain and 
France each had over 100.” 

Wagner declared the Nazi naval 
command decided, on the advice 
of tRe foreign office, to adhere 
strictly to the 1935 London agree- 
ment on U-boat warfare until it 
was clear that Britain was violat- 
ing its terms, because “we recog- 
nized the power of enemy propa- 
ganda in the last war and didn’t 
propose to give the enemy cause 
to speak against us again in the 
worst possible way.” 

Wagner said it was almost im- 


mediately apparent that the Brit- 


ish were converting merchant 
ships into armed warships which 
engaged in artillery duels with 
U-boats. 

He said the German Navy con- 
sidered the old rules of submarine 
warfare had been outmoded by 
two new factors — the use of 
planes against U-boats and the 
development of radar and other 
electrical detection devices. 

Wagner said he knew of no con- 
ference between the German high 
command and the Japanese on 
any mutual war aim before the 
Pacific war began on Dec. 7, 1941. 

The attack on Pearl Harbor, he 
testified, came as a “complete 
surprise” to the German navy. He 
said Grand Adm. Erich Raeder, 
then navy commander-in-chief, 
Adm. Doenitz, his successor, and 
all naval departments were ig- 
norant of the Japanese plan. 

Doenitz’s counsel asked Wagner: 
“Ig. the report true that Adm. 
Raeder tried to get the Japanese 
to go to war against the United 
States?” 

“It is not true,” Wagner replied. 
“T know Raeder stressed that all 
naval measures should be exam- 
ined very closely regarding the ef- 
fect on the United States, to pre- 
vent incidents. In the summer of 
1941 he even ordered submarines 
withdrawn from American 
waters.”

View on Byrnes Pact Plan. 


United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes’s proposal of a 
25-year four-power mutual assist- 
ance pact to assure German dis- 
armament was received warmly 
by the French, but an authorized 
French spokesman declared flatly 
that it was not in itself a suffi- 
cient guarantee against further 
German aggression, 

It would work, one French 
source said, only so long as the 
Big Four remained in complete 
agreement. He added that France 
expected a resurrected Germany 
to use every means to sow the 
seeds of discord among the Allies. 

The Allies yesterday joined in 
France's formal observance of the 
first anniversary of their victory. 
The observance was postponed 
from Wednesday in order to coin- 
cide with Joan of Are day. 

The foreign ministers reviewed 
a military parade from positions 
of honor in front of the Arch of 
Triumph and heard President 
Felix Gouin appeal for “the tri- 
umph of a human peace” so that 
the world’s “sacrifice will not 
have been in vain.” 


Deadlock on Italian Issues. 


The ministers still are dead- 
locked on the major items of the 
Italian treaty—reparations, col- 
onies and the disputed port of 
Trieste—but compromise solutions 
seemed within reach on all except 
the Trieste issue. 

Byrnes contributed to a possi- 
ble solution of the Italian repara- 
tions issue last week by offering 
to agree to $100,000,000 for Russia 
if the payments were restricted 
to merchant ships, some naval 
vessels, surplus factory equipment 
and Italian assets in the Balkans.

Measure for 2,700,000 
Homes in Two Years, 
Subsidies on Scarce 
Materials, May Go to 
President by Night. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
By a 298 to 71 roll call vote, the 
House today stamped its approval 
on veterans housing legislation in- 
tended to facilitate construction 
of 2,700,000 homes by private en- 
terprise jn two years. 

The compromise measure em- 
bodied $460,000,000 in subsidies de- 
signed to increase production of 
scarce building materials, It is 
expected to receive quick Senate 
approval and may be forwarded 
to President Truman’s desk by 
nightfall. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
The Natidnal Association of Home 
Builders today advised Govern- 
ment housing officials the output 
of critical building materials is 
“totally inadequate” to meet the 
Administration’s goal of building 
2,700,000 homes in two years. 

Unless the Government takes 
“vigorous” action and solves the 
problem, “veterans a year from 
now wili still be waiting for the 
homes promised them,” the asso- 
ciation said in a statement to 
Housing Expediter Wilson Wyatt 
Jr., at the opening of a four-day 
meeting of the organization’s 139 
directors. 

Simultaneously, the Builders’ 
Weekly News Letter said the prob- 
lem of building veterans’ homes 
is “far more serious than anything 
we experienced during the war.” 

Unfinished After a Year. 

“Some projects started more 
than a year ago are not yet com- 
pleted through lack of hardwood 
flooring, radiation or other mate- 
rials,” the letter said: 

“Workmen with an eye on the 
rapidly disappearing pile of mate- 
rials reduce their production ac- 
cordingly. . . Projects ranging 
from a few (dwelling) units to as 
many as 3000 are presently being 
abandoned.” 

The association’s statement to 
Wyatt asserted a scarcity of 15 
materials threatens the success of 
President Truman's emergency 
program, despite Government re- 
ports of improvement in supplies. 

The group presented to Wyatt 
and OPA Administrator Paul 
Porter the findings of an industry 
survey, naming the materials and 
recommerding remedial action— 
in most cases, higher prices. 

Builders have started an esti- 
mated 171,000 dwellings, said 
Joseph Meyerhoff, Baltimore 
builder and association president, 
while priorities have been obtained 
for 300,000 more since Jan. 1. 

g to Do the Job. 

“This shows that the home 
builders of America are trying to 
do the job,” his statement said. 
“However, if with this start we 
find the supply of building ma- 
terials inadequate, how can we get 
into full scale production?” 

The 15 “totally inadequate” 
items, said the survey, are asphalt 
shingles, insulation board, 
sewer pipe, soil pipe, gypsum 
board and lath, hardwood flooring, 
warm air furnaces, pipe and fit- 
tings, bath tubs, pine and fir 
doors, millwork, and softwood 
lumber and plywood.

LARGER ALLOWANCE OF SUGAR 
FOR HOME CANNING LIKELY 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (UP)— 
Sufficient sugar may be available 
to give housewives a larger al- 
lowance of home canning sugar 
this year, the Department of Com- 
merce said today on the basis of 
estimates that civilian supplies 
will be 341,000 tons greater than 
last year. It said the annual 
household ration of 15 pounds a 
person probably can be main- 
tained. 

Last year’s canning sugar al- 
lowances totaled seven pounds per 
application. This year, a spare 
stamp good for five pounds of 
canning sugar already has been 
validated by OPA. Another spare 
stamp good for five pounds more 
probably will be validated in June 
or July. 

The department said the in- 
crease in the sugar supply will 
come chiefly from the domestic 
sugar beet crop. Last year’s total 
was 5,092,000 tons.

Edward Johnson, Metropolitan Manager, 
Says War Has Shifted Emphasis in Search 
for American Singers. 


The United States will become 
an exporter of grand opera stars 
instead of an importer as in for- 
mer years because of the war- 
engendered necessity of develop- 
ing American singers for the 
opera stage in the opinion of Ed- 
ward Johnson, general manager of 
the Metropolitan Opera. 

In St. Louis with the Metropol- 
itan company for a three-night 
engagement, Johnson said the 
world-famous “Met” has achieved 
a unique position through its tal- 
ent quest among native Amer- 
icans, who have become the main- 
stay of the Metropolitan singing 


oup. 
“In the old days attention was 
centered on a few big names like 
Caruso,” he said, “but now, thanks 
to radio and the general high level 
of musical appreciation among 
younger persons, the emphasis has 
shifted to the entire production 
and the organization as a whole. 
Also, the public is conscious of 
the conductor, who commands a 
very important position in the 
grand opera of today,” 

Credited With Saving ‘Met.’ 

Johnson, credited with being the 
“savior” of the Metropolitan, said 
that audiences today want a good 
show, which demand has resulted 
in the static performances of the 
“old days” being condemned to ob- 
livion. “Now we not only have 
singing of the finest quality, but 
also drama,” he said. “We have 
excellent stage directors to insure 
good acting and the result has 
been remarkable in audience reac- 
tion.” 

Now in his twenty-fourth year 


with the Metropolitan, the last 11 
as manager, Johnson said the or- 
ganization’s success of recent 
years and especially the rise of 
unknown young American singers 
into foremost stars have given 
him a glow of pride. “I’m like the 
man with a racing stable who won 
the Kentucky Derby,” he said 
laughingly. 

The current seven-week tour has 
proven a huge financial success 
but last week’s engagement in 
Chicago was completed under ex- 
treme difficulty. Because of the 
dim-out imposed by the coal 
shortage, a Lake Michigan steamer 
was run up the Chicago river be- 
hind the Civic Opera House and 
its diesel engines produced the 
power for the auditorium lights. 
In one performance, a fuse blew 
out and the audience sat in the 
dark for a half hour while it was 
repaired. 

Played to 150,000 on Tour, 

“We are making the tour in re- 
sponse to public demand,” said 
Johnson. “We could close up the 
New York house and do nothing 
but tour; in the seven cities vis- 
ited thus far we've played to more 
than 150,000 persons. Radio 
broadcasting has provided an ex- 
traordinary audience, more vast 
than we ever dreamed of, and we 
found that most of our listeners 
want to see opera ‘in the flesh.“ 

It was Johnson who took over 
the Metropolitan in 1935 when it 
was in an acknowledged state of 
retrogression and financial em- 
barrassment and who not only 
turned the tide but restored it to 
a high plane.

The Chinese 
had once filed for credits and 
cash of $2,000,000,000. At that time 
they were well on the way to get- 
ting $500,000,000. The loan was 
being negotiated by the central 
government of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

But Marshall is said to regard 
his problem as being to bring the 
central. government and Chinese 
Communists together in the in- 
terest of strengthening China. 
The loan, which was about ready 
for Export-Import Bank action, 
was held up and Marshall was as- 
sured of his full control over that, 
ag over all other aspects of Amer- 
ican relations with China under 
the President. 

While he was in this country a 
formula he had worked out for 
keeping peace and slowly merging 
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the Communist and central gov-

The AFL’s Southern labor con- 
ference, which ended yesterday in- 
dorsed Negro voting in the South. 

It approved a policy statement 
saying “Organized labor will make 
this right to vote effective in all 
Southern states, and this revolu- 
tion will end rule by one party in 
the South.” 

The statement declared that 
“the two-or-more party system is 
the only wholesome condition for 
the development of democratic 
practices.” (Negroes are voting in 
some Southern state primaries 
this year for the first time.)

FACING BAKERS 
HERE IN 2 WEEKS

75 per cent, but we're lucky if we 
grind 40 per cent of our normal 
amount,” George Utter, St. Louis 
manager for Larabee Flour Mills 
Co., told a reporter. 

E. M. Holcomb, manager of the 


St. Louis office of General Mills, | 


Inc., said, “We have enough flour 
to handle contract customers for 
maybe a couple of weeks, but our 
mills in Kansas City, Chicago and 
Wichita will run out of wheat this 
week.” 

Several bakers reported they 
were not receiving flour shipments 
from millers and their stocks 
were lower than the 30-day supply 
permitted by the Government. 

A spokesman for a large whole- 
sale bakery here said his organ- 
ization had been forced to turn 
down out-of-town requests for 
bread in order to maintain a re- 
duced supply for retail outlets 
here. He said his firm would be 
able to maintain deliveries for 
about 30 days in “greatly reduced 
amounts.” 

Archie Milton, production man- 
ager of the Ward Baking Co., said 
his firm had reduced production 
by 25 per cent in co-operation with 
the Government orders restricting 
milling, and said curtailed opera- 
tions would continue at least until 
the end of June.

INDIA TALKS FAIL, 
BUT BRITISH PLAN

a two-fold task: One, to help In- 
dia’s parties set up constitutional 
machinery for the _ long-range 
objective of Indian independence; 
two, to assist the formation of 
the interim government which 
will rule India under the Viceroy’s 
supervision during the period 
which must elapse until the con- 
stitution can be drafted and made 
effective. 


Having explored every avenue 
of agreement between the Indian 
parties without success, the Brit- 
ish are now faced with the neces- 
sity of taking the initiative. Their 
problem is a serious one. In the 
absence of inter-party agreement, 
no matter what decision they 
take, they risk offending one 
party or the other, with all the 
consequences that it implies. 


Positions of Two Parties. 
While the British have not 
shown their hand, it is generally 


believed that shortly after their 
return to New Delhi, they will 
state the views of the Indian 
problem, based on their month 
and a half of investigation, and 
possibly also propose a solution. 
The very least that is expected 
is a formation, through the Vi- 
ceroy, Lord Wavell, of an interim 
government, although this would 
be difficult to accomplish without 
also involving long-range consti- 
tutional questions. 

The Congress party, which hopes 
to take the dominant role in the 
interim administration, demands 
that the British declare India free, 
and simultaneously transfer power 
to the interim government which 
would then work out its own con- 
stitutional destiny. 

The Moslem League, headed by 
M. A. Jinnah, opposes this idea, 
not only on the grounds that its 
views would be swamped by Con- 
gress majority, but because it re- 
fuses to participate in any interim 
government until the principle of 
Pakistan (a separate Moslem 
state) is recognized. 

Gandhi Clings to Hope. 

Last night’s concluding meeting 
of the Simla conference followed 
a day of foreboding with rumors 
of impending failure on almost 
everybody's tongue. Everybody, 
that is, except Mohandas K. 
Gandhi, whose evening prayers, on 
a hill only a mile or two from 
the Viceregal Lodge, happened to 
coincide with the last conference 
session. Gandhi voiced a note of 
hope and warned his audience not 
to be taken in by newspaper 
rumors. 

A crowd of several hundred In- 
dians was waiting outside the 
main entrance to the Viceregal 
grounds when the delegations 
came out singly and in pairs. The 
mountain tops resounded with 
cries of “long live Pakistan,” and 
answering shouts of “you can’t 
have Pakistan.” 

As Maulana Azad, Moslem, who 
is the retiring president of the 
Congress party, passed in his rick- 
shaw, a Moslem League partisan 
denounced him as a traitor to the 
Moslem cause. The police imme- 
diately seized the offender. Later, 
in Simla’s crowded bazaar district, 
the police broke up an impending 
riot between slogan-shouting 
bands of the Congress party and 
Moslem League followers. 


The minor but disturbing hap- 
penings are symptomatic of the 
feeling aroused between the two 
camps throughout the“ country 
over the Pakistan issue, which was 
the reef on which the Simla ne- 
gotiations broke.

From the 
British point of view, the effort 
to bring the parties together was 
necessary, firstly, to clarify the 
issues beyond any question of 
doubt, secondly, to narrow differ- 
ences to their minimum limits, 
and thirdly, to demonstrate con- 
clusively that inter-party agree- 
ment was impossible before pro- 
ceeding to unilateral action. 

The conversations, which began 
eight days ago, have been fea- 
tured by stubborn refusal of both 
camps to compromise on the basic 

uestion of a united or divided 
ndia, although there were super- 
ficial concessions from both sides. 

The Moslem League, while 
standing firmly on the proposition 
of dividing India into sovereign 
groupings of predominantly Hindu 
and predominantly Moslem prov- 
inces, offered to sacrifice certain 
limited power to a union center. 

The Congress party, which 
stands for a united India, would 
accept the idea of groupings only 
on the basis of a strong govern- 
ment and legislature at the cen- 
ter, with powers far more exten- 
sive than the Moslem League was 
willing to consider. The Moslem 
League wanted a separate consti- 
tution for Pakistan and Hindus- 
tan. Congress adherents were 
adamant in demanding a single 
constitution for all India. 

The Moslem League would talk 
of central legislature only if the 
Congress party would concede 
sub-legislatures to two proposed 
groupings, This suggestion was 
rejected. 

The question of arbitration 
came up toward the end of the 
conference, but was dropped, The 
Moslems were reported to have 
refused arbitration on the basic 
demand for Pakistan, although 
they were willing to submit to 
arbitration on details.

Lewis’s “Contribution.” 

Lewis had asked his men to 
return to their jobs for the next 
12 work days as a “contribution 
to our nation’s economy.”

HOOVER REPORTS 
TO TRUMAN ON 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Continued From Page One. 


need for export of 14,484,000 tons 
of wheat and other cereals against 
an estimated available supply in 
the surplus countries of 10,897,- 
000 tons. That means that about 
three-fourths of what is needed 
may be available. 

What is needed is calculated in 
this report on the basis of about 
14 ounces of bread a day in the 
famine areas. That is a couple 
of slices less than a loaf of bread, 
which usually weighs 16 ounces, 

Meat And Fats Also. 

Hoover's report dealt in terms 
of wheat and bread, he said, be- 
cause cereals can provide 85 per 
cent of an emergency diet, but in 
addition we ought to make avail- 
able as much meat and fats as we 
can. 

“It is entirely too early to de- 
termine the crop outlook for next 
year, or the world policies that 
must be pursued next year in food 
distribution,” Hoover said. “If we 
get through the year without an- 
other drouth there will be a dras- 
tic shift in the food balance sheet. 
There will be a breathing spell 
about Sept. 1, when the worst of 
the present crisis is over, and in 
September we should know more 
about what will be available for 
next year.” 

He ventured the guess that the 
problem in wheat would not be as 
acute next year as this, estimating 
that Europe’s wheat crop this 
growing season would be about 75 
per cent of prewar, instead of the 
40 per cent last year. 

Asked if he has seen any starva- 
tion on his tour, Hoover replied. 
“All our efforts to date have been 
to prevent starvation. There has 
been no great mass starvation. I 
don’t mean to understate the diffi- 
culty, that doesn't mea nthat in- 
dividuals haven’t starved to death. 
And I doubt there is a country in 
the world today, with few pos- 
sible exceptions, that has on hand 
more than a 30-day supply of food. 
The problem is to maintain the 
stream of food. If we were to stop 
tomorrow the situation would be 
dreadful.” 

Month-by-Month Summary. 

In his report, Hoover sub- 
mitted a month-by-month and 
country-by-country summary of 
food requirements in deficit areas 
and what should be expected in 
exports from surplus areas. In 
most cases, he said, the govern- 
ments of the food-shortage coun- 
tries had accepted his figures as 
to what would be their allotments. 
In the case of China, he said, the 
need was at least 500, tons a 
month, but the figure of 200,000 
tons a month is used because he 
Was assured that was all that 
could be transported inland from 
the seacoast to the famine areas. 

Hoover, who is approaching 
his seventy-second birthday, ar- 
rived in Washington yesterday 
after his tour by air which took 
him 35,000 miles through 22 
countries. He appeared to be fit 
after a night’s rest and eager to 
discuss his assignment. Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson joined 
him at the head of the table and 
occasionally answers to reporters’ 
questions came as a result of col- 
laboration between Hoover and 
Anderson, 


Herbert Morrison also Sees Hoover 
on Food Situation. 
WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP) 
— Herbert Morrison, president of 
the British Council, discussed the 
food situation today with Presi- 
dent Truman and told reporters a 
published report that he was ask- 


ing Truman to ration meats and 
fats in the United States was 
“without foundation.” Morrison 
said: 

“Any idea of me telling the 
Americans what they are going 
to ration and what they are not 
going to ration is not on my 
agenda.” 

(In London, the political cor- 
respondent for the World, quoting 
the “highest authority,” reported 
that Morrison would ask the Pres- 
ident to ration meats and fats in 
the United States.) 

Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles was said to be planning to 
urge Truman to resort to wartime 
food rationing—with bread added 
to the list for the first time in 
American history. Bowles’s sug- 
gestion, if it is made, will call for 
action by August, one official said. 

On the domestic scene, mean- 
while, the closing of Pillsbury’s 
A mill at Minneapolis stood out 
as a grim reminder that the short- 
age of wheat can well make deep 
inroads into American eating hab- 
its. Unable to obtain grain for 
the first time in its 66-year his- 
tory, the mill shut down Saturday 
night. 

Truman has said repeatedly he 
would not hesitate to order war- 
time rationing restored if such 
action becomes essential. Thus 
far, however, he has taken the 
position that machinery could not 
be started up again in time to 
help in the current crisis, which 
officials first estimated would last 
only until this summer’s crops are 
harvested,

IN 46 EVEN IF OPA ENDS 


urray Says Agreement on Wages Will Be 
Kept — Urges Senate to Extend 
Price Controls. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 13 
(AP)—Philip Murray says the 
CIO Steel Workers Union will 
abide by its wage agreement and 
avoid another 1946 strike even if 
Congress abandons the Office of 
Price Administration and junks 


inflation controls, 
Murray, president of both the 
steel union and its parent CIO, 
told reporters here that, regardless 
of what happened, the union would 
keep its contractual bargain with 
the steel industry. 
Nevertheless, Murray sent a 
strongly-worded telegram to Sen- 
Majority Leader Barkley 
(Dem.), Kentucky, and Senate 
Minority Leader White (Rep.), 
Maine, urging that Congress ex- 
tend the OPA and establish an 
“adequate minimum wage.“ B 
doing this, he said, Congress could 
speed reconversion. 
Some labor leaders have said 
that abandonment of OPA would 
lead to a new series of wage de- 
mands on industry to compensate 
for an ‘upsurge in living costs 
they expect if prices are left free 
to fluctuate. 

Cites Commitment. 
“We maintain our contractual 
commitments,” Murray told re- 
porters. “We are working under a 
contract now with the steel in- 
dustry which expires Feb. 15.” 
That contract was negotiated 
after the 26-day strike which 
ended in mid-February, with an 
18%-cent hourly pay increase for 
850,000 steel workers. 
Murray said wages would be 
one of the prime subjects for de- 
bate at the union’s convention 


opening here tomorrow at which 
more than 2600 delegates are ex- 
pected. Convention discussions on 
wages will be referred to the 
union’s 250-man wage policy com- 
mittee which will meet next fall 
to map its final wage program 
for 1947 contract talks with the 
steel industry. 

A guaranteed annual wage, or 
an assured minimum annual pay 
for a worker, long has been a goal 
of the steel union and is slated 
to be discussed at the convention. 

Action In 47 Indicated. 

There are indications Murray 
will press for a guaranteed annual 
wage in 1947 contract negotiations 
as a security measure for steel 
workers, particularly if John L. 
Lewis succeeds in establishing a 
health and welfare fund in his 
current wage talks with the soft 


coal mine operators. 


Murray wrote Barkley and 
White that Congress should de- 
feat the House- approved Case 
strike-control bill now before the 
Senate. nstead, he said in his 
message, Congress could best help 
reconversion and labor-manage- 
ment relations by enacting strong 
inflation controls, a higher mini- 
mum wage, and pending health 
and social security measures. 

“The record of this seventy- 
ninth Congress on bills for human 
welfare remains to be written be- 
fore it adjourns to campaign for 
re-election,” Murray declared. 
Almost no legislation has been 
passed to date by the seventy- 
ninth Congress to benefit the 
average American.

CENTRAL OFFICE 
FOR ALL PERMITS 
STUDIED BY CITY 


Establishment of a central office 
in City Hall where all types of city 
permits would be issued is being 
considered, Director of Public 
Safety Charles J. Riley, told re- 
porters today. 

It has been estimated that a 
citizen seeking certain types of 
permits is frequently required to 
spend several hours visiting as 
many as five City Hall offices in 
order to comply with ordinance 
requirements before getting the 
permit. Under a central office 
system this “leg work” would be 
done by city employes and the ap- 
plicant could return at a specified 
time for the document, Riley ex- 
plained.

City Hall officials admit they 
do not know how many different 
permits are issued by the city, but 
several estimated that the num- 
ber runs into the hundreds.

| se Behymer, fe for 57% years a 
member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, was one of two recipients of 
the honorary degree of Master of 
Journalism at the commencement 
exercises of MacMurray College, 
Jacksonville, III., last night. The 
other honorary degree went to 
Charles N. Wheeler, political re- 
porter for the Chicago Daily News. 
Former Gov. Harold E. Stassen of 
Minnesota was the chief speaker 
at the commencement exercises. 


Behymer, in his speech of ac- 
ceptance of the honor, commended 
formal education for journalistic 
careers but told, whimsically, how 
he had managed to get ,along 
without it when the schools didn’t 
provide it. Out of school at the 
age of 12, he said he wanted to do 
something that didn’t require an 
education, so he took up writing. 

“Grammar bothered me a little 
at first,” he said, “sort of cramped 
my style, so I quit using it and 
went in strong for floating par- 
ticiples and split infinitives. If I 
do say it myself, I am really good 
at splitting those things. I don’t 
know what they are but I split 
them anyhow, just to show that 
I can’t be intimidated.” 

He had found, he said, that the 
best way to get ‘along with editors 
is to break all the rules. “That 
gets them down,” he said. “They 
don’t know what to do about it. 
So they end up by putting your 
stuff in the paper, after which 
they tell you how awful it is. That 
is mostly what editors are for. 
They only occasionally tell you 
how good you are. At least they 
put it off until the last. Gen- 
erally before they get around to 
it they die and you never find 
out how good you are.” 

He was not disparaging formal 
education, he hastened to say: “I 
am simply trying to laugh off 
my own lack of it. Maybe if I 
had had some of it I might have 
amounted to something. Maybe, 
though, I am not as dumb as I 
look, for see what has happened 
to me here.”

JOBS FOR 225,000 
DISABLED IN WAR 
USES MAIOR GOAL 


It Is Sound Business for 
Employers to Hire Such 
Veterans, Says U.S. 
Official. 


Placement of 225,000 disabled 
veterans in suitable jobs is the 
“first line of responsibility” of the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice, K. Vernon Banta, chief of the 
disabled veterans’ section of the 
service, told veterans’ employment 
representatives at their twelfth 
annual conference today at Hotel 
Coronado, 

The conference opened Saturday 
and will continue through Wednes- 
day, when Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
head of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach and Maj. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey are scheduled to take part 
in the closing discussions. 

“Our approach to an employer, 
who is considering hiring a dis- 
abled veteran, is that it is sound 
business for him to employ the 
veteran,” Banta said in a panel 
discussion of the problems of suit- 
able job placement. 

Employers, Veterans Aided. 

“In promoting such employment 
we aid both the employer and the 
veteran in analyzing the physical, 
mental and occupational require- 
ments of the job.” 

It is the responsibility and duty 
of the employment service to 
place disabled veterans and also 
develop proper jobs for those with 
difficult placement problems, the 
speaker said. 

Increased job specifications by 
some employers is making the 
task of placing disabled veterans 
in jobs increasingly difficult, Banta 
stated. He said the understand- 
ing and co-operation of employers, 
trade groups and the public has 
assisted the employment service in 
making placements.

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3 OUT OF 5 EXPECTED 10 GET 
TAX REFUNDS AVERAGING $40 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
Internal Revenue Bureau officials 
estimated today that about three 
out of every five persons who 
made tax returns on 1945 income 
will get a refund—averaging more 
than $40—and that the repay- 
ments probably will be completed 
by July 4. 

About 30,000,000 of the 50,000,000 
persons who made income returns 
will get back about $1,250,000,000, 
it was estimated. Last year 21, 
000,000 got $1,100,000,000 on 1944 
income taxes in a refunding oper- 
ation that required about seven 
and a half months and cost the 
Government $17,000,000 in interest 
charges. 

This year the bureau hopes to 
cut the interest bill at least $10,- 
000,000 through the refund speed- 
up. The interest charges, which 
amount to one-half of one per 
cent a month. began April 1 on 
1945 returns, which were due 
March 15.

Soviet Leader Quoted as Saying Russia 
Has No Serious Clash of Interests With 
America, but Is Universally in Conflict

FFICIAL reports reaching Washington from Moscow have out- 
0 two remarkable conversations between Generalissimo 


Stalin and two of his Balkan supporters. In the course of each . 5 
of these talks, Stalin made the same deeply significant statement. 


He emphasized that in his opinion the interests of the United States 


and the Soviet Union did not clash seriously in any area. 
He went on to say, however, that the clash of British and Soviet 


interests was obvious and universal. Moreover there was, he felt, no 


real assurance that this clash of 


with Britain. 

The first of these conversa- 
tions took place between Stalin 
and a Balkan prime minister. As 
if further to underline what he 
had said, Stalin then made the 
same statement during a personal 
talk with another eastern Euro- 
pean official who was visiting 
Moscow. 

Pearl of Great Price. 

Stalin is no fool. He knows 
that the foreign diplomatic com- 


munity in Moscow is a tightly, 


bound little group, forced in upon 
itself by the total isolation in 
which all foreigners live in Rus- 
sia. He khows further that any 
important statement of opinion 
which he may make is a pearl of 
the greatest possible price to the 
foreign diplomatic services. It 
can, therefore, be assumed that he 
knew that his remark would 
eventually reach both American 
and British ears, and that this 
was, in fact, his intention, 

At rate, whether or not it 
was — 1 the statement 
deserves the closest possible 
consideration, for it lifts a cor- 


It is now generally agreed 
among expert observers of the 
Russian scene, that Stalin's con- 
ception of the world, end of Rus- 
gia's future place in it, was blocked 
out last fall at Sochi. At that 


time the story. that Staelin was 


desperately ill, and probably dy- 
ing, was very widely believed. 

What in fact happened was that, 
after the desperate strain of the 
war, with its innumerable daily 
decisions, the great dictator found 
that he needed time to think. Ac- 
cordingly he retired to Sochi, and 
there, in his huge dacha, he cut 
himself off from the world. He 
pondered deeply, perhaps consult- 
ing his household deities, Marx 
and Lenin, and emerged at last 
with the program for Russian re- 
militarization and expansion which 
he has outlined in subsequent 
speeches. 

If Stalin’s conversations with 
the two European officials has 
been accurately reported — and 
there is every reason to believe 
that the reports are accurate— 
there can no longer be any 
doubt that the most far-reach- 
ing Russian geographical ex- 
pansion is the essential part of 
the program which he blocked 
out at Sochi. 

The British Empire, whatever 
else its sins, is certainly not ex- 
panding. It is, on the contrary, 
rapidly contracting, as in India 
and Egypt. 

Therefore Stalin’s statement 


interests might not lead to war 


must foreshadow a Russian geo- 
graphical expansion into areas 
which the British consider ab- 
solutely vital to their security. 
Only this could mean a clash of 
interests so deep that the weak 
and weary British would be will- 
ing to risk another war. 


The Russian ruler’s statement is 
of immediate interest to this coun- 
try. When he said that Soviet 
and American interests nowhere 
clashed seriously, he doubtless 
foresaw that this would be re- 
ported to the American leaders, 
and intended that ‘t should be an 
important consideration in form- 
ing American policy. 

Obviously, it therefore behooves 
this country to give the most care- 
ful thought to Stalin’s views. We 
must consider gravely the kind of 
world which his remarks, and the 
Russian policy since the war, in- 
dicate he has in mind. 


What then, is the Russian view 
of a safe and desirable world? 
First, the British Middle East- 
ern and Far Eastern Empire 
would be liquidated, with the 
consent of the Unitéd States. 
British influence in Europe 
would then cease. 

With Britain’s power struck 
down, the Soviet Union would 
dominate Europe, Asia, and 
through the European colonies, 
Africa also. 


In this connection, one aspect of 
the Moscow conference last au- 
tumn is peculiarly interesting. Be- 
fore any progress could be made, 
the Russians insisted vehemently 
on assurances that American 
troops would be withdrawn from 
China in the near future. On the 
other hand, the Russians accept- 
ed without too much resistance a 
subordinate position in Japan. 

From all this emerges a pic- 
a world settlement as 
lans — envisage it, 


There would be, in fact, two 
mutually exclusive worlds, sepa- 
rated from each other by oceanic 
moats. 

American policy is now firmly 
opposed to any such world settle- 
ment. Secretary of State Byrnes, 
by asserting that the United States 
would not countenance any great 
upheaval in the world power rela- 
tionship, has made that clear. 

The next report in this space 
will indicate some of the reasons 


why this decision was taken. 


State Department Rift Between 
Career Men, Newcomers Grows

WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP). 


WIDENING split within the State Department may vitally affect 
American foreign policy on almost every major outstanding issue. 
This is one of the main problems which will confront Secretary 


Byrnes on his return from Paris. 


One resignation already has re- 
sulted, and speculation is _ rife 
among departmental insiders that 
others either will follow or there 
will be important reassignments 
later this year. 

First to go was Col. Alfred Me- 
Cormack, who quit as organizer 
of a Central American intelligence 
unit because he contended his 
plans were wrecked by opposition 
within the department. Specula- 
tion about possible future resig- 
mations revolves chiefly around 
Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, Assistant Secretary Will 
Clayton, and McCormack’s former 
colleague and successor in the in- 
telligence job, William Langer. 

Men vs. Newcomers. 

The struggle appears to be an 
outgrowth of the traditional fight 
between career men and compara- 
tive newcomers to the field of 
diplomacy. It has been intensi- 
fied in part by Byrnes’s problem 
at Paris of trying to work out 
with the Russians, British and 
French satisfactory peace settle- 
ments for Europe. On the central 
problem of how to deal with For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov and 
the Soviet Union, Byrnes received 
two strikingly different recom- 
mendations. 

His regular political-diplomatic 
advisers under Assistant Secretary 
James Dunn recommended that 
he stand firm on every Russian 
demand considered to represent 
an expansion of Soviet powers 
into western Europe. These ad- 
visers wanted the conference 
fought out on such as 


Trieste and Tripoli. tacitly recog- 
nizing that eastern Europe is Rus- 
sian and western Europe is not. 
Byrnes’s non-professional advis- 
ers under Acheson and Clayton, 
notably experts on European econ- 
omy, argued this was likely to 
create instead of resolve interna- 
tional conflicts. They drew an 
elaborate memorandum recom- 
mending that Byrnes try first to 
unify Europe by seeking British- 
Russian agreement to some means 
of tackling such European-wide 
economic problems as transporta- 
tion. After that, they said, should 
come the work on political issues. 


Veterans at Paris Parley. 


Byrnes took a staff of veteran 
diplomats to Paris with him, and 
reports from the conference show 
that in the main he followed their 
advice. His proposal of a 25-year, 
big-four treaty of alliance against 
Germany was regarded by the 
other side as an outgrowth of 
its advice, but no substitute for 
its idea. 

This is the third time in the 
last few weeks that Acheson has 
been identified with a project 
which did not go through. He 
called for much more drastic 
food control and famine relief 
Measures, only to have President 
Truman say at a press conference 
a few days later that he did not 
know of any more drastic meas- 
ures he could take. 

Acheson also was a backer of 
McCormack in the latter’s assign- 
ment to set up an independent in-

In Washington informed 
officials said the agreement in- 
volved “no change” in relations of 
the United States with Canada 
and Newfoundland. They said 
Canada continued to be “100 per 
cent co-operative” and expressed 
satisfaction concerning relations 
with the neighbor country. 

The Canddian view as explained 
officially is that the agreement 
did not affect the United States 
nor require consultation, and that 
it merely “tidies up” the situation 
regarding Canadian defense instal- 
lations in Newfoundland, built 
during the war under agreements 
expiring with the end of the war. 
The agreement, effective for 
three years, provides for return 
to Newfoundland of control of air 
bases which were operated by 
Canada during the war and covers 
future air services. The American

The life 
of this board has been specifically 
lengthened to operate on hemi- 
sphere defense problems in this 
postwar period. 


The wartime agreements con- 
cerning Newfoundland, in which 
the United States co-operated 
along with the other three gov- 
ernments concerned, provided for 
consultation at the end of hostili- 
ties, 

Canadian and British defense 
installations on Newfoundland are

ENATOR LA FOLLETTE 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, introduced 
a bill today to streamline Con- 
gress by making it reorganize for 
greater efficiency and speeding 
the legislative process. 

The bill was referred to a spe- 
cial committee of Senators on a 
joint Senate-House committee 
which formulated a reform pro- 
gram. La Follette headed the 
joint committee which held hear- 
ings for almost two years. His 
bill embodies most of the com- 
mittee recommendations and 
would: 

1. Reduce the number of Sen- 
ate committees from 33 to 16, and 
limit Senators to membership on 
only one or two committees. 


2. Increase congressional sal- 
aries from $10,000 to $15,000 a 
year, and provide congressional 
participation in the Civil Service 
retirement system, 

3. Provide more adequate staff- 
ing of committees. 


4. Establish official Democratic 
and Republican policy committees 
which would decide the party’s 
official attitude on major issues. 


5. Grant each Senator an $8000- 
a-year administrative assistant. 


6. Established machinery for 
continual congressional review of 
independent agencies and commis- 
sions of the Government—a pro- 
vision which is almost certain to 
arouse opposition of administra- 
tion leaders. 


La Follette told reporters he 
hoped to obtain Senate action on 
the bill at this session of Con- 
gress. A similar measure is being 
prepared in the House by Repre- 
sentative Monroney (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, 


Meanwhile, other demands for 
modernizing Congress came from 
Senators Knowland. (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia; Saltonstall (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, and Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon. 


Knowland and Morse urged 
steps toward more prompt con- 
sideration of important legislative 
matters. Saltonstall said he would 
press for action of his proposal, 
approved by the Republican steer- 
ing committee, which would re- 
quire an immediate vote on peti- 
tiong to limit floor debate.

OHN L. LEWIS relaxed his economic headlock last week just 
J. it began to wear the country down. Steel operations dropped 
to 58 per cent of capacity and were headed lower; Ford closed 


plants; 


the railroads cut off less essential runs; 


utilities reduced 


the flow of gas and electricity, and everywhere industry, large and 


small, was gasping for coal. 
Day was on in earnest, 
Unquestionably, if the strike re- 
sumes, there will be business fail- 
ures, unemployment, and loss of 
income. These are all symptoms 
of depression. But it will be a 
false depression—not the kind that 
bear markets are made of, not the 
kind that sends stocks tailspin- 
ning for weeks on end. Here's 
why: 
1929, 1937 and Today. 


In 1929 and 1937, when the stock 
market declined, the country’s ca- 
pacity to produce suddenly loomed 
overwhelmingly large in relation 
to the country’s capacity to con- 
sume, Orders were canceled. 
Loans were called. Backlogs de- 
clined. And inventories, which a 
few weeks previous had seemed 
“sound” relative to sales, became 
top-heavy. In the subsequent 
scramble to unload, prices fell and 
earnings headed downward. Sell- 
ers were everywhere. 


Renewal of the coal ;strike 
will not change today’s funda- 
mental disparity between supply 
and demand for goods. Rather, 
it will emphasize the unrequited 
demand. We'll still be in a sell- 
er’s market—only more so. In- 
deed, retail sales may continue 
to break records, if stores can 
get goods. Business men will di- 
rect their energies toward stay- 
ing in business—holding on— 
during the strike’s duration. 
They'll try to (1) maintain 
plants in working condition, (2) 
keep workers, and (3) build up 
inventories. They'll want to be 
all set, when the strike ends, 
for the postwar gold rush. 


The coal strike has repercus- 
sions abroad. At the interna- 
tional bargaining table, it is a 
constant source of weakness to 
Secretary of State Byrnes. For 
good and tangible reasons: To 
the disorganiz.d countries in Eu- 
rope and the Far East, the 
United States. stands for food, 
clothing, shelter, and coal, steel, 
and industrial equipment for re- 
building war-wrecked factories 
and railroads. Also, the United 
States stands for an economic and 
political system: Call it “free en- 
terprise,” or Democracy, or what- 
ever. But there it is, 


A Nation Falling Apart. 
Yet, ever since V-J day, the 
United States has presented the 
picture of a nation tearing itself 
apart with strikes. One walkout 
has followed another: in the first 
three months of this year, man- 


The third business setback since V-J 


days lost due to strikes exceeded 
any full year on record, And that 
doesn't count in the coal strike, 
which began April 1! 


The average foreigner, waiting 
for the United States to make 
good its promises of food and 
equipment, doesn’t have much 
sympathy for the view that strikes 
are part of our system. He's too 
hungry, ill-clad, and war-weary to 
accept sociological explanations. 
Even the average American, wait- 
ing for a new car or refrigerator, 
finds it difficult to recognize that 
postwar strikes are inevitable, For 
three and one-half war years, 
management and labor lost touch 
with one another. The “no-strike” 
pledge suplanted collective bar- 
gaining. So when peace came, 
employers and labor leaders were 
so far apart in their views, that 
only strikes—throwing their eco- 
nomic weight around—could bring 
them together. 


But such explanations don’t 
help Mr. Byrnes in his negotia- 
tions. Nor does the fidgeting in 
Congress over the British loan. 
Russia bangs the conference 
table, says “no” to Anglo-Ameri- 
can proposals, and builds up its 
own political and economic orbit 
in eastern Europe. Russia seems 
to be fashioning a barter world, 
in which one nation makes di- 
rect deals with another nation. 
It’s directly opposed to the 
American system. When Hitler 
was alive we called it “au- 
tarchy.” 

The ultimate effect of two such 
opposed economic systems—one 
free trade and one closed—is 
bound to be restrictive. It will 
keep American buyers and sellers 
out of certain markets. And thus, 
in the long run, it will inevitably 
bring closer the next depression. 
Some persons would substitute 
the words “next war.” 


Thus the economic significance 
of the coal strike cannot be judged 
solely by brownouts, crowded 
passenger trains, and disemploy- 
ment, On the contrary, it must 
be judged also by what it does 
to American influence in world 
affairs—as the symbol of the na- 
tion's current economic impotence. 


People Denied 
Voice at Paris, 
Welles Asserts 


Charges Foreign Min- 
isters’ Secrecy Bars 
Role in Destiny of 
Nations. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 13 (AP) 

UMNER WELLES, former Un- 

der Secretary of State, declared 

last night that secrecy keeps 
the people from having a voice 
in the foreign ministers’ confer 
ence at Paris. 


“Yet at this conference the de 
cisions to be reached may affect 
the destinies of our nation for 
generations to come,” Welles said 
in a broadcast. 


“Freedom of information is one 
of the most essential objectives 
for which we seek today. Unless 
the peoples of the world are given 
a far greater measure of informa- 
tion regarding the objectives 
sought by their representatives” in 
this and other conferences, “the 
possibility of a real people’s peace 
will be very remote indeed,” he 
added. 

Comparison With U.N. 

In contrast, Welles cited the 
United Nations Security Council 
sessions as an example of “how 
beneficial full publicity has proved 
to be.” He said: 


“The public has known from the 
outset every detail of the prob- 
lems taken up. It has known what 
is going on in Iran. It has been 
able to understand why the Soviet 
Government has followed the 
course which it has pursued.” 

Had the Paris policy prevailed, 
“is it not probable that, after the 
famous walkout from the Security 
Council of the Soviet delegate, 
propaganda would have succeeded 
in making a considerable portion 
of public opinion believe that the 
reasons for the walkout were 
wholly different from those which 
actually existed?” Welles asked.

A Miner Views Lewis 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mr. Raymond of Carbondale, III., evi- 
dently is a newcomer to the United Mine 
Workers, because the history of this or- 
ganization shows no indications that Mr. 
Lewis has the support of the rank and 
file. 

We only have to go back something 
like two years to see how the affairs of 
the Mine Workers are conducted. A 
conference was called by a group of 
miners demanding the right to elect 
their own officers, as at the present 
time John L. Lewis appoints these offi- 
cials. This meeting was packed by 
Lewis men, and had to be canceled to 
avoid bloodshed. And Ray Edmundson, 
who wanted to oppose John L. Lewis for 
the presidency, was denied a seat in the 
convention, 

Mr. Raymond's blind devotion to his 
false prophet doesn’t take into consid- 
eration the part played by John L. Lewis 
in the strike of 1932, when he signed an 
agreement calling for a 25 per cent re- 
duction, which the miners had voted 
down. At that time, the demand of the 
miners was for a six-hour day and a 
retention of the $6.10 wage rate in effect 
at the time. Mr. Lewis accepted a $5 
rate, but six months later he made the 
same demands that the so-called rebels 
had made. Is it possible that these men 
were one year ahead of the times? 

Mr. Raymond might consult the rec- 
ords of the Illinois Legislature for 1933. 
In the Senate Journal, pages 1751-1754, 
he would find an account of the man- 
ner in which John L. Lewis dealt with 
the miners of Illinois. He might then 
be convinced that he has misplaced his 
confidence in the great John L. 

Isn't it possible that Lewis is deter- 
mined to see that the miners spend their 

savings of the last few years to satisfy 
his craving for power? 

I feel that the miners are entitled to 
some consideration. I feel sure the 
general public feels that way. I have 
been a miner for 47 years and always 
advocated a pension system that would 
compensate the miner in his declining 
years. But most of us who had the 
foresight and the courage to stand for 
what we knew was right were com- 
pelled to leave the United Mine Work- 
ers to retain our self-respect after the 
debacle of 1932. 

I am certainly not in favor of a man 
like Lewis having any control over such 
a welfare fund. 

In a recent meeting of a congressional 
committee, he said that the stupidity of 
the automobile workers was only 
equaled by the arrogance of General 
Motors officials. He should know. His 
own ruthlessness, stupidity and arro- 
gance are leading him to a great fall.

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Food, Our Shame 


Nowhere has our proud nation failed its solemn 
obligation so grossly as in food for Europe and 
Asia. Nowhere has action by the Government— 
meaning Secretary Anderson and President Tru- 
man himself—fallen so far behind overwhelming 
public opinion. 

As always, the intention is good. But the per- 
formance mocks it. We shipped 582,000 tons of 
wheat in April instead of the 1,000,000 we had 
promised. In the first week of May, we fell 
short by 150,000 tons, or three-fifths. The ac- 
cumulated breach of our promise at the end of 
that week amounted to 880,000 tons. That means, 
according to Under Secretary Acheson’s estimate, 
either a sentence of quick starvation to 17,600,000 
persons or—more likely—a still harder pinch of 
slow starvation on several times that number. 

Unfortunately, there is no simple remedy, for 
the trouble reaches back to gross official under- 
estimates of domestic and world need, The Agri- 
culture Department, and the old-line farm organ- 
izations which exert so powerful a bias in its 
thinking, feared a return of unsellable sur- 
pluses. So the goals in item after item were 
set too low. At about the same time, the Gov- 
ernment junked food rationing. Meanwhile, the 


great reserves of purchasing power have caused 


greatly expanded domestic consumption — and 
caused serious shortages and spreading black 
markets. There is still enough food for domestic 
needs plus export promises, but only if the sup- 
ply is very carefully managed. 

In a weak and unhurried way, the Government 
has tried to manage it. It has appealed to us to 
ration ourselves. It has appealed to farmers 
and processors to release their surplus stocks 
promptly. It has wooed wheat and corn from 
the farmers by offering premium prices. Now 
the ceiling on corn is being raised to encourage 
selling it instead of feeding it into meat. 

Such measures help. In good time, they would 
probably move enough food into ports to equal 
our relief promises. The trouble is that time is 
as important as quantity in this equation. Human 
bodies will not run on statistics; they will not 
run long on hopes. So, well-meaning though it 
may be, the Government's policy of acquiring 
food by the most nearly painless way is cruel 
to others and a source of shame to American 
citizens, It is a wonderful policy to win the hate 
of nations whose friendship we want and need 
—and to make Communists of their people. 

Today, we believe, our Government could do 
nothing quite so popular as to go hammer and 
tongs after food for relief. Requisition it by all 
means, from processors and handlers and also 
from the farmers direct. We are sometimes told 
that part of the trouble is lack of freight cars 
to move the wheat. Then why not requisition 
freight cars? Why make excuses? 

The world food deficit will continue at least 
one more winter. That clearly calls for a re- 
sumption of rationing in the United States. With- 
out it, the unscrupulous will get more than their 
share and some of our own poor will go hungry. 
The Government wails about the black market in 
meat, and well it may. But the enforcement 
system in connection with rationing would, we 
believe, actually tend to break up the black 
market, as also would the common feeling that 
rationing is fair play. 

Secretary Anderson and Mr. Truman may con- 
sider rationing bad politics. But not to ration, if 
a current Gallup poll and an array of other evi- 
dence mean anything at all, is worse politics 
than to ration. 

We Americans are heartily ashamed of our 
national record in this matter. We look to our 
Government to restore pride in our sense of 
honor. 
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Those shouts of “Down with the King” from 
50,000 Roman throats make it plain that such 
unpopularity must be deserved. 
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County Reform Is Blocked 

The 114 counties of Missouri were laid out in 
the days of dirt roads and horse-drawn transpor- 
tation. -Today there are at least 31 counties of 
such limited size and scanty taxable wealth that 
they are unable to perform the functions of gov- 
ernment properly. Yet the power of their court- 
house rings, the small-bore local politicians who 
cling to their petty privileges regardless of the 
people’s needs, has been sufficient to block ef- 
forts to modernize the structure, as Curtis A. 
Betts explains in a Jefferson City dispatch. 

In the Senate, the influence of these politi- 
cians has resulted in the sidetracking of mod- 
erate bills providing for a vote of county citi- 
zens On mergers or consolidation of functions. 
The Senate was not called upon for a decision; 
that was to. be left to th: people of the countries 
concerned, as the new Constitution provides. 
Yet, because the officials of the near-bankrupt 
counties fear they will lose their jobs or their 
influence if the archaic system is reformed, the 
sensible plan for economy and efficiency is be- 
ing put to death. 

It is high time that the legislators heard from 
the tax-burdened citizens of the small and im- 
poverished counties whose outmoded setup is 
being preserved merely to gratify the courthouse 
hangers-on. 
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John Lewis wants no soft peace with the soft- 
coal operators. 
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Trusteeship for Italian Colonies 

United Nations trusteeship is a logical step 
toward solution of the colonial problems that 
have vexed the world ever since the power's be- 
gan to practice what one writer has called 'the 
gentle art of acquisitive diplomacy,” which often 
developed into brutal warfare on native popula- 
tions. So the agreement of the Foreign Min- 
isters’ Council at Paris to put Italy’s pro-Fascist 
colonies under UN control, to which Russia has 
at last assented, may be a far-reaching precedent 
for settling a widespread and troublesome issue. 

One purpose of the trusteeship system, as set 
forth in the UN Charter, is to prepare the terri- 
tories for self-government or independence. 
These rights are being demanded by the inhabi- 
tants of many more areas than the colonial em- 
pire of Italy, and their aspirations can no longer 
be suppressed except by force. 

The solution in Italy’s case is fairly simple, 
for that country is a defeated former enemy, and 
its present leaders are enlightened enough to 
agree to the policy. But unless the French, Brit- 
ish, Dutch and other colonial powers accept a 
similar course for their turbulent possessions, a 
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long record of strife lies ahead. Britain’s recent 
offers to India and Egypt encourage hope that 
enlightenment will prevail, yet a well-defined 
international policy of trusteeship, education and 
ultimate independence has not yet been devel- 
oped. 
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Veterans as Cheap Labor 
The report that veterans are being used for 
cheap labor is no longer news but only repeti- 
tion. The description of misuse of the on-the- 
job training program, by employment officials 
meeting in St. Louis, simply adds evidence to a 


‘national outrage. 


Three months ago, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion was reported to be planning to crack down 
on employer-chiselers. Two months ago, the VA 
announced steps to do just that. Yesterday, in 
St. Louis, the employment officers renewed their 
demand for action by the VA. 

These officials disclosed cases of flagrant vio- 
lations of the GI Bill of Rights. For instance, 
a veteran was hired as a salesman, paid by the 
Government, and then put to work in a ware- 
house to “learn stock,” where he was kept as 
cheap labor for months, The Louisville Courier- 
Journal recently published a list of such cases. 
There was a drug store clerk, being paid $90 
a month by the Government to learn that busi- 
ness, working hard for an employer who paid 
him nothing. 

Fortunately, the employers who are misusing 
this program are a minority. But there are many 
of them, particularly in small towns, and ap- 
parently they are most numerous in. the South. 
It is reported that there are six times as many 
veterans receiving on-the-job training in one 
Southern state capital as in New York City. 

The Veterans’ Administration should provide 
for stronger inspection of on-the-job training ap- 
plications, and it should give full publicity to 
selfish employers who exploit this program. But 
there is also a limit to what the VA can do. 

Veterans frequently take on-the-job training 
employment because there is little else available. 
At last report, 2,000,000 veterans were unem- 
ployed. The unemployment rate for them was 
nearly three times greater than for more experi- 
enced civilian workers, 

Gen. Bradley, the Veterans’ Administrator, 
says that the unemployment of ex-service men 
“is a critical emergency.” It is, as much as any- 
thing else, an emergency of reconversion, made 
more difficult by strikes, material shortages and 
attempts to hold up production to get higher 
prices. So it is not a problem for the Veterans’ 
Administration alone. It is a task for the entire 
Truman Administration. 
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Service Rivalry Over Rockets 

The long-range rocket is agreed to be an out- 
standing weapon of the future, if the future finds 
weapons necessary for attempting settlement of 
its problems. So, since this country has adopted 
a policy of developing its arsenals while sup- 
porting the United Nations in the hope that 
arsenals will become obsolete, it would appear 
that the utmost in concentrated and co-ordinated 
research would be going into development of 
rockets. 

This is not resulting, however, because of the 
rivalry among the branches of the armed serv- 
ices that has proved a handicap in so many other 
phases of military planning and execution, In 
fact, nothing less than a struggle of Army, Navy 
and Air Forces is now in progress over which 
shall control the work on the potent new weapon, 


This controversy is one of the strongest argu- 


ments to date for unifying the armed services. 
Certainly these quarrels over jurisdiction should 
not be allowed to interfere with research and 
tests that may prove vital to the nation’s future 
security. The rocket is only one instance of the 
confusion, obstruction and wasted effort, at the 
front as in the laboratory, that have sprung from 
the survival of ancient distinctions in a time 
when combined operations are essential to suc- 
cess in war. 
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Ad Nauseam on the Air 

The radio industry’s defense of its own bad 
taste has become as sickening as a chorus of 
plug-uglies. The defense is producing daily in- 
cantations to the Constitution and unbelievable 
protestations of public service. 

So it is refreshing to find a broadcaster who 
dissents. Coming from Nathan Straus, a broad- 
caster with a fine record in public life, an in- 
dictment of radio’s irresponsibility is a strong 
indictment. His words, published in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion, are not the words of a cap- 
tious critic oblivious to radio’s achievements. 

But neither is Mr. Straus blind to radio’s con- 
sistent record of bad taste—what he terms “the 
indiscriminate advertising of cathartics, pain 
killers, kidney cures, headache powders, worth- 
less vitamin preparations, ad nauseam on the 
alg 

This broadcaster wants to wipe out such tripe. 
He advocates eradicating the commercial which 
jolts the listener in the middle of important 
news. These two steps would end the newscast 
plug-ugly. That is exactly what the Post-Dispatch 
has suggested to broadcasters. 

Yet the plug-ugly remains with us, growing 
more noisome through constant repetition. It 
blares out of some of the best network news- 
casts. It is a plague on many individual sta- 
tions. And the latest example of listener dis- 
taste was a poll in which 66 per cent of those 
questioned said they objected to middle com- 
mercials. But the National Association of Broad- 
casters has had the unconscionable gall to dis- 
play this poll with pride, 

The plug-ugly’s persistence has an explanation. 
As Mr. Straus says, broadcasters are fast losing 
control of radio programs to advertisers. Ad- 
vertisers are interested in radio only as a mo- 
mentary source of profits. That’s how they use 
radio, or misuse. it. 

Excessive commercialism has reached a point 
where radio’s prestige is falling fast. A great 
industry is being exploited for a short-run gam- 
ble with public patience. When the Federal Com- 
munications Commission recently proposed to 
halt this trend, the radio men reacted—as Mr. 
Straus notes—with shrill hysteria. But hysteria 
is no defense; it is a result of no defense. 

If broadcasters would discard hysteria and look 
clearly to radio’s future, they would erase the 
newscast plug-ugly first, as the worst example 
of over-commercialism. They would recapture 
control of programming from advertisers. By 
doing that, they would retrieve a public trust,

We broadcasters may claim for radio a 
long list of achievements. Radio has 
brought good music to the masses. Radio 
has brought the news of the day and com- 
mentaries on the news to millions of people 
in this country and, as a result, under- 
standing of great fundamental issues, both 
domestic and foreign, has been immeasur- 
ably increased during the last decade. 


The record of public service is marred, 
however, by grave abuses. Variety has 
summed up the issue: “Slowly, but surely, 
over the past few years, over-commerciali- 
zation has won out. Good taste, develop- 
ment of original radio technique and cog- 
nizance of public service programming have 
gone by the boards.” 


The Federal Communications Commia- 
sion recently published a report on public 
service responsibility of broadcasters. . The 
report was an eminently fair one, dealing, 
for the most part, in facts and statistics. 
For instance, the report said: “Advertis- 
ing represents the only source of revenue 
for most American broadcasting stations 
and is, therefore, an indispensable part of 
our system of broadcasting.” 


Three Suggestions by FCC 


The report also embodied a series of sug- 
gestions, among which were: 

“To misuse the listener's deepest patri- 
otic feelings for the sale of products over 
the air is a violation of a public trust. 


“The increasing identification of radio 
as & purveyor of patent medicine and 
proprietary remedies raises serious prob- 
lems which warrant careful consideration 
by the broadcasting industry. 

“A listener is entitled to know when 
the program ends and the advertisement 
begins.” 

It would seem that the radio industry 
itself would welcome such criticism, carry- 
ing as it does an assurance of support in 
rooting out abuses. 

The employer who treats his employes 
fairly welcomes enforcement by a Fed- 
eral agency of hours-and-wages regulations 
which protect him from the competition 
of other less scrupulous employers who, in 
the absence of Federal regulations, would 
indulge in sweatshop practices. 


Protection From Advertisers 


By the same process of reasoning, it 
would seem to me, the broadcasting indus- 
try should welcome extension of Federal 
regulation which would save us from be- 
ing forced by advertisers to do these things 
which no broadcaster wants to do, but 
which many of us are compelled to do by 
reason of the fact that some competing 
radio station may be willing to accede to 
the unreasonable demands of a sponsor. 


This is not to say that we must agree 
with every criticism and every comment 
in the FCC’s controversial report. I am 
exceedingly dubious, for instance, of the 
soundness of the contention that the public 
service worth of a program is to be meas- 
ured solely or even chiefly by whether the 
program in question is a commercial one 
or a sustaining one, 

However, criticism of the FCC report 
did not take the form of disagreement on 
specific issues. Instead, there was an in- 


stantaneous and almost hysterical denun- 
ciation of the report as a whole. 


When the president of the largest trade 
organization in the radio world character- 
izeg the FCC report as revealing a lack 
of faith in the American system of free 
radio,” when he adds that it indicates a 
“desire to impose artificial and arbitrary 
controls over what the people of this coun- 
try shall hear,” I, for one, am ready to 
say that this is nonsense and, what is 
more, from our point of view as an in- 
dustry, exceedingly dangerous nonsense. 


Against Middle Commercials 


May I close with four specific sugges- 
tions: 

(1) The broadcasting industry should 
take steps immediately to eliminate middle 
commercials in all news programs or news 
commentaries which run 186 minutes or 
less. 

(2) The broadcasting industry should 
initiate immediately a study of the total 
time given over to commercials and the 
number of commercial interruptions in 
each program. The purpose of the study 
should be to limit the length of commer- 
cilals and the number of commercial inter- 
ruptions in a manner that will constitute 
fair treatment of advertisers, radio station 
owners and the listening public. 


(3) The broadcasting industry should 
adopt a policy which would exclude from 
the air any medical product that purports 
to cure an organic disease or to alleviate 
the pain or discomfort resulting from such 
a condition. 


Furthermore, the industry should take 
steps to keep off the air patent medicine 
advertising which is objectionable, either 
because of the nature of the commercial 
copy, or, what is more important, the na- 
ture of the product. The indiscriminate ad- 
vertising of cathartics, pain killers, kidney 
cures, headache powders, worthless vitamin 
preparations, ad nauseam on the air is a 
condition which is a menace to the entire 
broadcasting industry. 


Use of Air a Public Trust 


(4) The time has come, I believe, for the 
broadcasting industry to recognise the fact 
that radio programming today has, in large 
measure, been taken out of the hands of 
the holders of broadcasting licenses and 
has been swallowed up by the great ad- 
vertising agencies. 


This is not a criticism of the programs 
which the advertising agencies create and 
air. Many of them are excellent. It is a 
criticism of the extent to which the ad- 
vertising agencies dominate programming 
and determine what shall be aired and, 
indirectly, what shall not be aired. 


The air waves belong to the people. The 
people, through the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, have awarded to cer- 
tain station operators a license for use of 
a channel on the air waves. Every radio 
station operator should consider his 
license as a privilege, entrusted to hfm for 
the purpose of providing entertainment and 
enlightenment.

Novel of Southern Decay 
InCaldwell’s Usual Vein 


“A House in the Uplands,” by Erskine Caldwell. 

(Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 

A mildewed, rickety mansion in the 
Georgia Piedmont, on the last 200 acres of 
a one-time 5000-acre plantation, is the set- 
ting of Mr. Caldwell’s latest diluted-Faulk- 
ner rendering of the decayed South, 

His three main characters are Grady 
Dunbar, one of those preposterous but—in 
fiction, anyway—not rare combinations of 
grown-up boy and brutal wastrel; Lacy- 
anne, his wife of 10 months, and Mama 
Elsie, who accepts Grady's worthlessness 
as a natural part of the scene, like a 
raincrow. She dislikes Lucyanne, at whom 
she hurls evil charges, and sides with her 
no-good, sadistic son. 

Lucyanne, a patient Griselda, is forever 
waiting for Grady either (a) to return 
after long, unexplained absences or (b) to 
show her some sign of conjugal affection. 
But Grady gravitates to the Negro women 
in the plantation’s quarters.“ Any anguish 
Lucyanne may feel, however, leaves the 
reader unmoved. One sweet boyish smile 
from this rakehell Rover Boy and she 
could forgive and forget anything—even 
knockdown blows, 

: * > 

The more pungent details of this pell- 
mell story of violence and the classic vices 
cannot be listed here. Mr. Caldwell lightly 
touches on plantation peonage and the 
crue] lot of the Southern Negro generally, 
but his propaganda is submerged in the 
gothic tidbits of the narrative. 

Writing clumsily at times (“a clear plain- 
tive voice drifted sonorously through the 
damp night”; “Grady stood up on shaking 
knees”), he has moved his characters up 
from his frequently sub-human level, but 
the comic grotesques are still here—“the 
sadism of the word,” as Alfred Kazin says. 
We have heard all this before. Not even 
Mr. Caldwell’s “original and mighty” Amer- 
ican-story-telling (to parrot the publishers) 
can make us cheer. 

The callous old reprobate, Judge Lovejoy, 
observes sapiently enough: “Nothing is to 
be gained by prolonging the existence of 
a Grady Dunbar.” May I suggest “narrat- 
ing” for “prolonging,” and recommend that 
the reader look elsewhere in Mr. Caldwell’s 
works for closer approaches to excellence?

Notes on the Coal Strike 


I 


AM afraid the President is on weak ground in claiming that 
John L. Lewis’s demand for a miners’ health and welfare fund 
to be built up by a royalty on every ton of coal mined, and paid 


into and administered by the union, is in contravention of the 


Wagner Labor Relations Act, , 


An argument can be made that 
the act prohibits employer con- 
tributions to unions. But there 
are too many precedents estab- 
lished to make that argument 
sound, The check-off has been 
wilely accepted, and is certainly 
in a sense an employer contri- 
bution to the union. Furthermore. 
health and welfare funds exist 
in numerous unions. Probably the 
outstanding example is in the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers’ Union. There the fund 
is collected by a payroll tax, but 
the principle is the same. The 
fund provides clinics for workers, 
paid yearly vacations and many 


bother things, and it actually was

one of the easiest of concessions 
to get from employers. 


Seizure Might Fail. 


In the case of the coal miners, 
where this issue of the welfare 
fund is the chief obstacle to set- 
tlement, such a fund is in es- 
sence eminently reasonable. Coal 


mining is a highly hazardous in- 


* 


dustry to life and health. Many 
perish each year in coal mines; 
its occupational diseases are 
notorious. 

It is dubious whether the Pres- 
Adent’s seizing of the mines will 
result in miners going back to 
work. When President Roosevelt 
sseized the mines at the time of 
the last strike, miners actually 
only dribbled back, until Lewis 
called off the strike. 

There is danger that Congress 
will rush through legislation 
such as a bill prohibiting royalties 
for welfare purposes—in its cus- 
tomary habit of meeting emer- 
gencies with hasty half-baked 
legislation. In a similar crisis, 
they passed the Smith-Connally 
bill over the veto of President 
Roosevelt, Who pointed out that 
it would not prevent but actually 
encourage strikes. The legisla- 
tion has plagued us ever since. 


Lewis as a Czar. 


The real trouble with the pro- 
posed welfare fund is the way 
John L. Lewis runs his union. 
He is an absolute czar—which 
fact is not alleviated by the argu- 
ment that he is adored by the 
miners. All tyrants claim to be 
adored by their subjects. He 
treats the union and its funds 
as though they were his personal 
property. In 1936, he took half 
a million dollars of the miners’ 
money, without consultation with 
the rank and file, and contributed 
it to the Democratic campaign. 

The proposed welfare fund is 
expected to yield $60,000,000 
a year, to be controlled, in 
fact, by one man. The Govern- 
ment doesn’t want that to hap- 
pen, and under the circumstances 
the Government is, I think, right, 
however doubtful its legal argu- 


| remiss 


ments. Government officials have 
proposed a fund to be jointly 
created and administered by labor 
and management. 

But Congress has been for years 
in its duties. It cannot 
hope to bring order into labor re- 
lations by the emergency bills 
which have so far constituted its 
sole contribution to our leading 
problem, Nor can it hope to set- 
tle matters by dealing with spe- 
cific personalities, such as Pe- 
trillo or Lewis, 


Power and Responsibility. 


The Wagner Act endows trade 
unions with the powers of public 
bodies. Their actions involve the 
life of the nation, .s the miners’ 
strike is paralyzing economic life 
and is, in fact, a national disaster. 
Such powers entail responsibil- 
ties. Rights without attendant 
duties are dangerous and undem- 
ocratic. No bill passed by Con- 
gress even defines what a trade 
union is. No bill prohibits prac- 
tices rife in nany unions—dic- 
tatorship, failure to hold regular 
or secret elections, failure to make 
finencial accounting to the mem- 
bership, prohibitive entrance fees, 
black lists of qualified workers, 
sometimes for political purposes, 
racketeering, jurisdictional’strikes, 
and dozens of other well-known 
abuses, : 

The unions have always main- 
tained that they are free unincor- 
porated associations. But condi- 
tions, not theories, confront us, 
and the business of government 
is to govern, in the interest of 
protecting workers, and the pub- 
lic. The function of government 
is to create and maintain law. 


Against Hurried Legislation. 


I repeat that there are no de- 
mands from Mr. Lewis which 
seem to me, at least, unreason- 
able per se. It is unfortunate 
that the President lifted all wage 
controls a few days after V-J day. 
That is the chief source of our 
price problem, for wages and 
prices can only be controlled to- 
gether. But Lewis’s demands are 
not excessive in comparison with 
demands already granted other 
unions. It is Lewis’s way of run- 
ning his union that is objection- 
able. No labor leader ought to be 
allowed to exercise his kind of 
despotism, however theoretically 
benevolent. And Congress must 
get down to brass tacks, prefer- 
ably when we are not in the midst 
of a crisis. It ought to call hear- 
ings on union abuses. It ought to 
prepare carefully thought through 
legislation. 

Actually, Lewis made the same 
demand for a welfare fund in 
1943. It was obvious that, though 
he withdrew it then, it was not 


: 


forever. Congress cannot, there- 
fore, feign shocked surprise.

An Analysis of the Iran Problem 


T MAY prove impossible for a long time to know whether the 
last Soviet troops have really evacuated the soil of Iran. And 


it makes no difference. 


As matters now stand, a statement by 


the cowed but cunning Qavan in Tehran would mean no more than 
a similar statement a while back that “no negotiations with a for- 
eign power could go on with foreign troops on Iranian soil.” 


At the time this statement was 
made, foreign troops were on 
Iranian soil and Premier Qavan 
was negotiating with a foreign 
power. 

It is not Quavan’s fault. He 
knows that he will get no protec- 
tion stronger than words from the 
United Nations Security Council. 
Words cannot do what Iranian 


national forces were too weak to 


do—namely, throw out the Rus- 
sians and put down the Azerbai- 
janee insurrection the Russians 
fomented. Therefore, the Iranian 
Prime Minister did the next best 
thing and sought terms from Mos- 
cow. Who can blame him? 


Army as the Big Factor. 


The question is no longer wheth- 
er Iran shall remain a free coun- 
try. Iran has lost its independ- 
ence. Whether the Muscovites 
content themselves with a “friend- 
ly” autonomous provincial govern- 
ment in Iranian Azerbaijan or, 
through the “democratic” Tudeh 
party, decide to boss the whole 
country, the underlying fact is 
that Iran has been forced into 
the Soviet orbit. 

The dominant factor has been 
the Red Army. The losers are 
the United States and Britain, 
the Iranians who do not wish to 
join Moscow's stooges—and sev- 
eral explicit articles of the United 
Nations Charter. 

In view of such an overwhelm- 
ing Soviet victory, Pravda's 
charges of discrimination“ against 
the Soviet Union at Hunter Col- 
lege would bring a chuckle to the 
lips of a boa constrictor. 

Whether the Iranians are better 
represented by the Tudeh or by 
what the Atlantic Monthly calls 
“the unsavory Tehran mob” has 
nothing to do with the case. 


Comparable Situations. 


The issue before the Security 
Council was interference, a form 
of aggression by a great power. 
If Russia has a right to foment 
insurrection in Iran, Peron has 
the same right in Chile or Argen- 
tina. Then American forces, tem- 
porarily in Western Canada, 
would have had a right to foment 
insurrection against Ottawa in 
these provinces, arm the rebels, 
and to prevent the Canadian Gov- 
ernment from suppressing the 
conspirators. 

It is safe to say that if the 


- United States, still less Argentina, 


had done anything of the sort, 
various Americans who are now 
piously “explaining” the Soviet 
case in Iran would have protested 
to high heaven. One fails to see 
why. Or do they really believe 
that justice can be selective? 


Another and more serious ques- 
tion is whether the failure to pro- 
tect Iran means that United Na- 
tions has failed in its first test. 
The answer depends upon what 
you consider the purpose of the 
United Nations. 

If, like the writer of a recent 
editorial in the New York Post, 
the real purpose of UN is to an- 
ticipate troubles in advance and 
provide solutions satisfactory to 
the Big Three, then the organiza- 
tion has not so much failed as 
gotten on to the wrong track. 
Or if, like a similar writer in the 
New York Herald Tribune, you 
envisage UN as a delicate plant 
which, thqugh now unable to sup- 
port much strain, may grow into 
a sturdy tree later, then the in- 
ternational body has neither failed 
nor succeeded but. merely done all 
that could have been expected of 
it. 


A Curtain of Legality. 


On the other hand, if, with the 
Russians (and the gifted editor of 
the New Yorker), you believe that 
UN as an organization of “equal 
and sovereign states” was intended 
by its authors as a curtain of 
legality for political decisions by 
the big boys, then what we have 
just witnessed was really a failure. 
For though the Soviets have 
pocketed Iran, the curtain of 
legality was missing.

Dr. Coffin, preaching on the 
text, Consider the Lilies of the 
Field,“ urged what the poet Wil- 
liam Wordsworth called wise 
passiveness” of flowers instead of 
bustling modern life.

“We think today of what our 
generation is sowing: internation- 
al brotherhood, industrial com- 
radeliness, interracial fellowship 
and unity in the Christian 
church,” he said. He predicted 
progress will be made in spite of 
the doubt of skeptics. 

Dr. Coffin is a leader in the 
movement to produce organic 
unity between the Episcopal 
Church and the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of 
America. The congregation yes- 
terday included members of the 
two churches, both Negro and 
white, The cathedral’s 900 seats 
were filled, and a number stood 
at the rear. 

The cathedral was decorated 
with 250 potted plants, including 
Easter lilies, hydrangeas, fuch- 
sias, azaleas, Martha Washington 
geraniums, peonies, lilacs, be- 
gonias, snapdragons, chrysanthe- 
mums, Canterbury Bells, gladioli, 
daisies and sweetpeas.

Checks were 
made out to the Morse Brothers, 
or Coleman Morse, manager of 
the firm. 

While Clarke was in the service, 
the club maintained, Coleman 
voluntarily ceased to operate the 
concessions and moved equipment 
from the club premises, except 
such equipment purchased by the 
club from the operators. 

Therefore, the club maintained, 
it would be impossible to consider 
Clarke an employe.

BY DEAN SCHWITALLA 


Proposed as Substitute for 
‘Compulsory’ Provisions in 
Senate Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
A nine-point health program has 
been laid before a Senate Labor 
subcommittee by Msgr. Alphonse 
M. Schwitalla, dean of the St. 
Louis University School of Med- 
icine and president of the Catholic 
Hospital Association. 

In an appearance before the 
committee last week Msgr. Schwi- 
talla opposed what he called 
“compulsory” health insurance 
provisions of a pending national 
health bill. He contended this ob- 
jective should be reached through 
voluntary initiative. 

As a substitute for proposals in 
the pending measure, Msgr. Schwi- 
talla made the following sugges- 
tions: 

1, Agreement on a program tak- 
ing into account “the moral and 
social obligation of each individ- 
ual to provide for his own health 
in so far as his financial re- 
sources, the circumstances of his 
life, his physical strength might 
permit him to do so.” 

2. Dependence on the individual 
to select the method of meeting 
these obligations. 

3. Government health subsidies 
for the needy, provided they at- 
tempt to save fog times of emer- 
gency. 

4. Insistence that the individual 
receiving Government aid not 
shirk his own responsibilities. 

5. Recognition that the obliga- 
tion to safeguard personal and 
family health “is not an absolute, 
but a conditional and a contin- 
gent one.” 

6. Uncomplicated administration 
of a national health program that 
will retain the personal relation- 
ship between physician and pa- 
tient. 

7. Supplement, rather than re-

Silly Provincialism — 
In Some City Homes 
By Leonard Hall 


ODAY a letter came from friends in Surrey, 
Tu- which makes America sound like 
what it is—the land of milk and honey. Here 
we complain about food shortages but manage 
to live on the high- 

est calorie ration 

which exists any- 

where in the world 

today. In the Brit- 

ish Isles they get 

along with almost 

no fats, no fruits, 

no meat and offer 

to cut their bread 

ration — provided 

we in the United 

States will go along 

with them—to help 

feed starving Eur- 

ope. Here the own-

of 22 dozen pairs of 
nylon stockings. In England, clothing is rationed 
and your allotment of 14 coupons, if you're of 
the gentler sex, is sufficient for the purchase 
of one pair of shoes and a single cotton dress. 
We complain of lumber shortages and bootleg 
millions of feet from back-country sawmills, In 
England, if your home lost no more than its 
windows, doors, ceilings and part of its roof, 
you're lucky. You patch it as best you can and 


make it do. 
1 


IT SEEMS TO M that the destruction of 
their homes must have been one of the greatest 
hardships which the English people had to bear 
during the war. Nor is that only because it 
created a housing shortage which, with all our 
difficulties here in this country, makes our 
shortages look like a picnic. The English have 
an old custom of living in their homes for a 
long time—a custom which we here in America 
seem almost to have abandoned. There was a 
time, though, when American families of even 
modest means were likely to live long enough 
in one place so that the home and grounds

ALL OF US have seen such homes as these; 
great mansions on the plantations of the deep 
south which have never quite given way to the 
personalities of their New York owners, those 
sturdy white frame houses on the salt water 
farms of Maine where ghosts of old sea captains 
still walk, the farm houses of Pennsylvania 
where today’s commuters to New York and 
Philadelphia cannot quite overcome the niemo- 
ries of sturdy Dutch farmers who laid up the 


stone two centuries or more ago. 

There is one thing all of these homes have in 
common, much as they may differ in architec- 
tural design, materials and background, This is 
the quality of having been a vita’ part of the 
lives of their builders; of having been lived in 
until house and owner had the same qualities of 
permanence and stability. I doubt that these 
houses gained this quality of being “homes” by 
the mere fact of having been built and lived 
in. Rather, the mellowing process took place as 
the years went by. Trees were planted and 
walks laid. Families grew and wings were add- 
ed—and thus the transition took place,

NOWADAYS, we lead a far more transient 
existence; a fact for which industrialization is 
in no small degree responsible. Perforce, we 
sacrifice the satisfaction of permanence to fol- 
low the fortunes of the machine. The young 
folks from the country move to town; the town 
youngsters hear the call of the great metropolis. 
Under these circumstances, the more transient 
the abode, the easier it is to pull up stakes 
and move on. At most, if we’re in the money, 
we call in the decorator to “express our person- 
alities” in terms of a modern decor and a 
rumpus room, which the decorator probably saw 
in a movie magazine. What this results in, ac- 
tually, is a provincialism unknown to families 
whose roots are deeply planted in almost any 
section of America. We've had a theory, based 
on America’s pioneering days, that increasing 
density of population meant a steady increase 
in economic, social and cultural advantages; 
but it hasn’t worked out that way. Instead, 
we are in danger of developing a system under 
which millions of American families have no 
roots anywhere. And it begins to look as though 
many of our problems stemmed from this very 


fact.

AMERICA can never go back to a rural or 
an agrarian economy—and who would want her 
to? Just the same, there’s satisfaction in having 
a home which is a real and vital part of the 
life of your family—and even of owning some 
acres of ground on which, by dint of hard work, 
you ean leave the imprint of your personality. 
Such a home soon reflects signs of healthy, 
contented living. It will absorb your leisure— 
that is true. But it seems to me that this is 
merely a matter of putting leisure to the best 
possible use. To lay a stone wall and learn to 
do it well, to become a good vegetable gardener, 
to know: your trees and shrubs and the birds 
which shelter in them at various seasons of the 
year, to plant and harvest, to build shelves for 
books which you have time to read—there’s real 
satisfaction in doing all these things. Maybe 
you'll have little time left for movies and night- 
clubs—or money, either. But you will more than 
make up for this in real living.

Social Problems

HE following questionnaire was submitted by a group 
T of newly returned servicemen who write that their be- 

havior was not too good to begin with and that unfor- 
tunately, they have picked up customs in odd places overseas, 

1. “How long is it 3 to stay after dinner in a friend's 
house?” 

Answer: Usually an hour but this depends upon what is 
happening afterwards. If conversation is general and lively 
or if you play a game, you stay longer, of course, but if con- 
versation lags, then it is best to take leave. 

2. “(a) Is it proper to walk up to a table of friends in 
a public place when you were not asked to go with them in 
the first place? (b) What is right if only one of the group 
happens to be a friend?” . 

Answer: (a) It is proper to greet them, but not to join 
them unless invited to do so, (b) You greet the friends only 
if you pass the table, but you would not go up to him, 

3. “Is it impolite not to look at a person all the time he 
is talking to you?” 

Answer: Generally speaking, you are expected to pay 
attention to the person you are talking with, but you don't 
look with a fixed stare. 

4. “How can you handle the situation when you stop in 
at a friend's house and find the family about to sit down to 
a meal?” 

Answer: Unless you are earnestly urged to stay, you say 
“good-bye” and that you will come in another time. Do not 
accept an invitation to stay unless you are very sure it is 
spontaneously meant and not the result of having put your 
hostess in a position of being obliged to ask you to stay. 

5. “Is it ever proper to contradict someone in the pres 
ence of others?” 

Answer: It is never polite to contradict anyone at any 
time. 

6. “Is it true that when one encounters someone to whom 
he hasn't spoken for months because of a quarrel, in the 
house of friends, he has to talk to him just as though noth- 
ing had happened between them?” 

Answer: If the conversation is general, their not speak- 
ing may not be noticed. But if it is a formal table at which 
people talk two and two, it is absolutely obligatory that those 
seated next each other, talk, to avoid blocking the whole 
table.

UST why is a really good ice 

box cookie recipe worth hold- 

ing on to? Any one who bakes 
cookies should find one helpful. 
Even young boys and girls who 
can read and measure ingredients 
accurately and who have access 
to an ice box or a refrigerator can 
bake very satisfactory cookies. 
Mother who has more skill in 
handling dough can make even 
more elegant ones. A recipe must 
have the proper proportion of in- 
gredients and have carefully writ- 
ten instructions. Such a recipe 
will turn out more delicate cookies 
than if rolled out because it makes 
possible the use of a minimum 
amount of flour which spells deli- 
cate cookies. 

A maximum amount of flour 
too often used in rolled cookies 
in the summertime when the 
dough may become sticky, and 
there is a tendency to add enough 
flour to eliminate the stickiness, 
will result in a sturdiness that 
disqualifies them as being dainty 
and delicious. And this type of 
recipe is especially helpful these 
days when we need to make every 
ounce of flour count for the best. 
Shaping such cookieg into short 
lengths is desirable too. These 
rolls or shapes need to be chilled 
almost but not quite to the frozen 
state where they will be firm 
enough to cut in uniform slices 
and keep good shape all the way 
through, By removing short rolls 
one at a time, even an amateur 
can get the cookies cut before they 
have time to soften up. Uniform 
slicing is necessary for uniform 
baking, and thin slices always 
produce more delicate cookies 
than thick ones, 

Orange Refrigerator Cookies. 

One and three-fourths cups all- 
purpose flour, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup butter, one-half cup 
granulated sugar, one-half cup 

rown sugar, one-half teaspoon 
orange extract, one teaspoon grat- 
ed orange rind, one egg, beaten. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
three times with soda, and salt. 
Cream butter thoroughly. Add 
sugars and cream until light and 
fluffy. Then add orange extract 
and rind and the egg. Add the 
sifted dry ingredients. Blend in 
well, Shape in rolls, wrap in 
waxed paper and chill. Slice one- 
eighth inch thick, place on un- 
greased cookie sheet and bake in 
a 875 degree F. oven 7 to 8 min- 
utes. Yield 12 doz. cookies.

ASE J-291: Sam B., aged 16, is a very brilliant boy who is 
( finishing his last semester in high school. But something 
has been the matter with me the last two years,” he 
objected. “I am afraid of dying. I’ve already gone to three 
physicians and they have said I was all right, but just the same 
Tm scared that Il pass out. A few nights ago I had an attack 
in which my heart pounded so hard I had to call my parents. 
They stayed by my side till morning. Then I felt better. 
“My mother thinks it is just because one of my best friends 
was struck by an automobile and killed two years ago. Then 
a favorite cousin who went around with me all the time, took 
down ‘with pneumonia last winter and died. Dr. Crane, do 
you think I have any need to worry about death? And am I 
just overly suggestible about it because of the loss of my 
cousin and my pal?”

THIS CASE is a good example of hundreds that have 
either come to see me in person or who have written about 
their dread of dying. The typical psychological explanation 
in a case like this, runs somewhat as follows: 

Children look upon disease as punishment, and you can 
readily see why. Disease or sickness inflicts pain. But pain 

is regarded by the child as a penalty which he pays for doing 
something wrong. It is very easy, therefore, for a highly 
sensitive and intelligent boy like Sam to believe that he may 
die if he has done something for which he thinks a severe 
divine attonement is required. 

What severe crime, as viewed by a young fellow, would 
make him dread death as punishment? Well, there is a large 
range of offenses which might give him a sense of guilt. 
There is one, especially, in which children as well as adults 
often feel they have violated the established ethical code and 
that is the sexual. It furnishes the majority of these eases in 
which there is an abnormal fear of death.

IF A CHILD is auto. erotie, e often feels that he has vio- 
lated the divine code. It is surprising how deep-seated this 
belief may be. The youngster then expects to be punished in 
some divine manner, as by feeblemindedness, insanity, etc., or 
indirectly by the death of his loved ones, 

This fear is deep rooted and has been passed down since 
the punishment of Onan in Biblical days. Sam's case was 
cleared up in a few weeks, because it was exactly of this sort, 
and all he needed was some sensible psychological advice. He 
is now a well adjusted young man, freed from this unnecessary 
dread and terror of death.

some prefer to say, steals, 

needs sympathetic considera- 
tion and study. He is not to be 
treated as a criminal and pun- 
ished accordingly. He is to be 
studied, his need discovered, treat- 
ed for what ails him, and helped to 
sound health. 

Few children grow to maturity 
without this experience. At some 
time or other they take what they 
want because they want it. Very 
little children help themselves as 
crows help themselves to odds and 
ends that attract them. They like 
pretty bright things and pick them 
up. That soon passes. A few ex- 
periences, patient instruction and 
a supply of odds and ends of their 
own suffice to meet their need.

THE CHILDREN between the 
ages of 8 and 12 often help them- 
selves because their appetites are 
bigger than their social con- 
sciences can master. They want 
more candy than we give them, 
more toys, more, More and more 
of everything that pleases them. 
Being without balance, they take 
what they want, 


These children need to be ex- 
amined to discover any real lack 
in their lives. If they are suf- 
fering from any physical defect 
that makes them feel inadequate, 
they will go beyond certain bounds 
to get more fun, more satisfaction 
out of life. Poor eyes, defective 
hearing, shabby clothes, broken 
homes have been found to cause 
this trouble. 


An explanation of their behavior, 
and allowance, an assurance of 
affection, of security at home and 
abroad, help matters tremendously. 
Punishment rarely helps. The 
trouble is usually caused by a de- 
pressed spirit and punishment cer- 
tainly will not cure that.

WHEN adolescent 
steal, they are usually emotionally 
disturbed, Sometimes the disturb- 
ance is sq great that the children 
will need the care of a psychia- 
trist. Oftener, all they need is 
rest, a change of routine, a change 
of surroundings, new interests, 
more attractive work, and a great 
deal of affection. 


Sentencing an adolescent to a 
reform schoo] for pilfering rarely 
helps to adjust him. He needs the 
support of family and friends. 
When he loses that, he loses all 
incentive for healthy living and 
his cure is doubtful. Hold on to 
him and reassure him. 

Never allow a matter of this 
sort to become public. The loss 
of public respect is a tragic one 
for anybody, but for the adoles- 
cent child it is a major disaster. 
Cover his mistake, shield him, 
teach him, and he will come 
through all right,

But do 
avoid the risk of money or belong- 
ings in 1946-47; above all else be 
careful about small losses or 
thefts and other forms of vio- 
lence which you think would 
never happen to you, 


Tomorrow’s Watchword — “Self- 
sacrifice is the real miracle out of 
which all other miracles grow,” 
Emerson declared at one time, 
and in Emerson we have an 
American thinker who is not fully 
appreciated even at present. 
Turning over the idea of self- 
sacrifice in mind as I look 
through my note book, I find a 
more cynical wording of the re- 
sults of this force in George Ber- 
nard Shaw. “Self-sacrifice en- 
ables us to sacrifice other people 
without blushing,” says he—I like 
Emerson’s attitude better.

Paints Neckties for His Education

N O matter how sartorially per 
fect Saunders (Sandy) Schultz 
may look when he starts out 
for class, he usually comes home 
minus his necktie. The sharper 
students and cravat connoisseurs 
at Washington University where 
Sandy is a freshman literally buy 
the ties from around his neck, 80 
great is the demand for the orig- 
inal handpainted designs he 
makes. Fast becoming the Skin- 
ker Sulka, Sandy has difficulty 
juggling his studies, his other art 
work, and his advance orders in 
the tie business, and frequently 
has to sacrifice his own wardrobe 
to his customers. 


Tie painting is one of Sandy’s 
projects for working his way 
through college but by no means 
his only claim to fame. At 18 
he is the youngest, artist ever to 
be represented at the St. Louis 
Artist Guild show, now in prog- 
ress at The Playhouse, 812 North 
Union, and the past several years 
of his career in art have been a 
series of prizes, exhibits, and spe- 
cial awards. So much so that 
Sandy, a typical college freshman, 
complete with crew cut, prot 
with some embarrassment that 
he’s had too much recognition. 

“A lot of art students do work 
he insists 
earnestly. “Some a lot better.” 


Despite this protestation, the 
record shows that there is reason 
for Sandy’s “most likely to suc- 
ceed” reputation. Among recent 
awards have been two first prizes 
at the National Scholastic Art 
Show held at Stix, Baer & Fuller, 
where seven of his paintings last 
year and nine this year were se- 
lected for exhibition, the winners 
later exhibited at Carnegie Insti- 
tute, Pittsburgh. In addition, a 
$100 war bond was awarded to 
him in a national art contest spon- 
sored by the Harry Doehla Art 
Competition of New York City. 


More interested in this serious 
painting than necktie art, Sandy 
has a part-time scholarship to 
the Washington U. Art School, 
and though the school is too 
crowded for him to enter this year 
he will be enrolled next semester. 


“Meanwhile I’m taking all the 
hard subjects I have to take this 
year,” he explained, “so when T 
get into Art School I can dive into 
painting.” 

Actually Sandy, who lives with 
his parents at 6609 Kingsbury 
boulevard, dived into painting at 
the age of five when he first vis- 
ited the Art Museum. He became 
a regular Saturday visitor. Soon

he was winning enough prizes 
there to keep him in painting ma- 
terials, and showed enough prom- 
ise in his work to be taken under 
the respective wings of numerous 
St. Louis artists. To date he has 
studied with Tanasko Milovich, 
Fred Conway, Fred Carpenter, 
Dorothy Young Soffer, James A. 
Harmon and Thelma Webb. Art 
counselor for several summers at 
a junior military academy in Ten- 
nessee, he has also done volunteer 
teaching at tke St. Louis Negro 
Art Center. 

Sandy prefers watercolor as a 
medium because he “thinks it’s 
fresher” but has done oils, litho- 
graphs, murals in sand and 
limestone, and linoleum block 
prints, as well as ceramic art 
objects, aluminum trays, and in- 
cidental art work. The walls of 
his parents’ apartment are covered

with evidences of his work. He 
has done a landscape mural that 
covers one entire wall of his 
aunt’s house, and has a job ten- 
tatively lined up for this sum- 
mer which will give him the op- 
portunity to paint murals for 
hotels and restaurants. 

The watercolor on exhibit at 
the Artist Guild show was paint- 
ed as Sandy likes to do much of 
his work, on walks through the 
countryside looking for a quiet 
spot, ostensibly to study. 

„I took my books and my 
painting materials as usual that 
afternoon,” he recalled, “and was 
walking around Creve Coeur 
when I saw this quarry. Every- 
thing about it, the colors, the 
composition, was perfect. Nature 
had really done all the work for 
me. I sat down and started to 
work on it and by the time I

had finished it was too dark to 
do any studying.” 

While time means nothing to 
him he manages to get a lot of 
extra-curricular work done in 
spare hours, He has worked as a 
messenger, bus boy, clerk and 
cutter in a dress factory, and in 
his high school days was a part- 
ner with another boy, in a baby 
sitter agency which employed 30 
University City High School 
girls. The agency did a thriving 
business until the help situation 
caught up with the two boys 
and they were forced to go on too 
many “sitter” jobs themselves and 
finally gave it up. 

Recently most of Sandy's self 
support has come from painting. 
He is keeping up his promise of 
working his entire way through 
school without help from his par- 
ents. He“ has sold so many 
paintings he has lost count and 
in one particular instance learned 
that the buyer was offered triple 
the original price for a water- 
color. At the present time he is 
doing some floral watercolors on 
a commission and also a cover 
for a Mother Goose book being 
compiled, 


In the necktie business, he has 
sold several hundred, ranging in 
price from $4 to $10. The most 
popular designs, he’s found, are 
flowers and birds such as the pink 
flamingo tie he was wearing, but 
his business was given a big im- 
petus when a musician at school 
had him paint special drum de- 
signs on a tie. Immediately other 
musicians gave him orders for 
trumpets, suxophones, and in one 
instance, a portrait of the musi- 
cian “inside a large note, going 
crazy.” 

Other popular designs are a 
panther leaping through the air, 
mallard ducks in flight, bird dogs, 
ships (“for returning sailors’), 
with many lovers of fine art pre- 
ferring pin-up girls. The pin-up 
girls, a few artistically undressed, 
met some opposition from the 
faculty but the latest designs have 
put an end to that. The girls now 
emerge from a background of 
flowers so, as Sandy explains, 
“When you look at it from a dis- 
tance it looks like flowers, but 
when you look close up, you see 
how wrong you were.” 

With orders usually several 
dozen ahead of him because there 
simply aren’t enough hours in the 
day for all his activity, Sandy 
doesn’t have many of his ties for 
his own use, but he still clings to 
a few favorites, among them the 
pink flamingo, and another, a 
wolf. He calls this latter, simply, 
“Self portrait.”

OTITIS (mumps) is a con- 
tagious febrile disease marked 
by inflammation and swelling 

of the parotid gland. After an in- 
cubation period of about three 
weeks, the symptoms appear with 
fever, headache, and pain beneath 
the ear. Soon there develgps a 
tense painful swelling in the paro- 
tid region, which interferes with 
mastication and swallowing and 
renders both actions painful. After 
a period of a few days to a week 
the symptoms gradually disappear. 
Sometimes the submaxillary and 
other salivary glands are involved 
and occasionally the testicles and 
mammae become swollen. One 
attack generally confers immunity 
from another. The causative or- 
ganism is probably a filterable 
virus. 


The parotid gland is a large sali- 
vary gland in front of the ear. It 
is a very communicable infection 


and occurs mostly from 4 to 16 
years of age. Adults up to middle 
age sometimes contract the dis- 
ease. It rarely develops in in- 
fants. 

When adults contract mumps it 
is important that they remain in 
bed until most of the symptoms 
subside due to the possibility of a 
disagreeable complication, inflam- 
mation of the testicle, which oc- 
curs in about 10 to 30 per cent of 
the cases in the male. This com- 
plication is most likely to occur

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Contract 
Bridge

J) ‘tee jun who decide to 


“take just one round of 
trumps” sometimes forget that 
the defenders may strenuously ob- 
ject to a cessation of trump draw- 
ing. That was the case in the 
following deal. 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 


West was quite right in feeling 
that his hand did not warrant 3 
vulnerable overcall—not that he 
would have been in trouble in 
this deal. North had so many of 
his partner’s suit that he still 
would have raised strongly. As it 
was, of course, the jump to four 
spades was purely preemptive, and 
probably the best bid on North’s 
distribution. 

West opened the club queen 
apparently the safest lead from 
his holding. Declarer won and 
for reasons best known to him- 
self, laid down a high trump. He 
then shifted to the singleton heart, 
putting in dummy’s king, but 
when East won he promptly fol- 
lowed by declarer’s idea about 
trump leading. Declarer won 
East’s trump return with the ace, 
cashed the club king and ruffed 
a club, but when he led the single- 
ton diamond from dummy East 
shrew@y put up the king and 
played still another trump. Now 
with only one trump left in 
dummy and one in the closed 
hand, declarer found it impossible 
to eke out the contract. 

The last thing South should have 
done in this hand was to touch 
the trumps! If he had led his 
singleton heart as soon as possi- 
ble, and dummy’s singleton dia- 
mond, he could have established 
ten tricks for himself without 


great difficulty. 
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
